Shall, of Virginia, was installed as chief 
Justice of the United States one hundred 
years ago today. and at W o'clock this 
morning the centenn!al anniv ersary of 
that event was commemorated with im- 
“Preesive ceremonies in the hall of repre- 
|@entat*ves at the capitol. The president 
and his cabinet, the members of the su- 
'wreme court, the members of the senate 
land house, the diplomatic ccrps and mem- 
bers of the district bar association. at- 
‘tended as invited gueats. : 

Reprerentative Dalzel), of Pennsyivantia, 
called the assemblage to order. He stat- 
ed briefly the action of congress tn pro- 
Viding for the ceremonies and the s.-lec- 
| tion of Chief Justice Fuller as “residing 
Officer. The chief justice, in his jud‘cfal 
\Yobes, was escorted to the chair bv Rep- 
‘nesentatives G Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Rich- 
@rdson, of Tennessee. 

Rev. Dr. William Strather Jones. of 
Trenton, N. J.. a great-grandson of John 
Marshall. invoked the divine blessing. 

Chief Justice Fuller's address was de- 
voted almost entirely to the considerat’.:n 
‘of his predecessor's career as an expound- 
er of the federal constitution. He refer- 
red briefly to the judicial work of the 
‘ earlier Gays of the nation's history and 
‘then presented the great task which lay 
before Marshall, when he assumed the 
duties of the chief magistrate of the land. 
He quoted Chief Justice Marshall’s 
mous utterances to the effect that the con- 
etitution must be interpreted by its in- 
tention. 

Mr. MacVeagh’s Acdress. 
Hon. Wayne MacVeagh delivered the 
He: aad... lanmemmemanmeats 

“Today is dedicated to the law. I 
therefore speak to you as a lawyer. It 
would, indeed, have been a grave derelic- 
tion of duty if the brotherhood of Amer- 
ican lawyers had not assembled to honor 
the centennial anniversary of the entrance 
of John Marshall into the office of chief 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
‘States. It is eminently fitting that such 
,an occasion should be honored by the pres- 
ience of distinguished senators and repre- 
isentatives in congress of the states, 
'whose proper and abiding place in our 
{governmental system was determined by 
him; by the presence of members of that 
‘illustrious tribunal, the vast extent of 
whose rightful jurisdiction was deter- 
mined by him; by the presence of the 
‘chief magistrate and members of the cabi- 
net, whaese subjection to the law was de- 
termined by him, and by other citizens of 
the country which under his forming hand 
instead of becoming a dissoluble confed- 
eracy of discordant states, became a‘great 
‘and indissoluble nation, endowed with all 
the powers necessary to enable it not only 
to protect itself against enemies at home 
or abroad but also.to accept and dis- 
‘charge the splendid and ennobling mission 
which has been confided to it, in the 
divine purpose, for the education of the 
world, and which he recognized when first 
of all men he spoke of the empire of 
Amcrica—that of securing to the whole 
American continent ‘government cf the 
people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple.’ ” 

A Thrust at Imperialism. 
| Mr. MacVeagh then reviewed Marshail's 
thirty-five years as chief justice, the great 
epoch making decisions in which he par- 
ticipated; his tremendous influence :n the 
settlement of the great constitutional con- 
troversies, 1nd concluded as follows: 

“Although many good and thoughtful 
people are just now greatly troubled at 
what seems to them an evil promise of the 
future, as Americar lawyers we must 
never for a moment, in dark days or in 
bright, despair of the republic. Differ- 
ences of opinion may well exist as to the 
best methods of discharging the grave 
and serious duties unexpectedly devolved 
upon us by a war begun with the noble 
object of helping a struggling people to 
secure their independence, but let us trust 
) that, however we may differ as to the 
methods, we all believe that the true glory 
of America and her true mission in the 
hew century as in the old is what a great 
prelate of the Catholic church has recent- 
Jy declared it to be: ‘To stand fast by 
Christ and His gospel; to cultivate not 
the Moslem virtues of war, of slaughter, 
of rapine and of conquest, but the Chris- 
tian virtues of. self-denial and kindness 
and brotherly love, and that it is our mis- 
sion, not to harm, but to help to a bet- 
ter life every fellow creature of whai- 
ever color and however weak and lowly, 
and then we may some day hear the bene- 
diction: “Inasmuch as ye did it to one 
of the least. of these, my brethren, ye did 
it unto me.’ 

Liberty Above Ga/n. 

: “When we come at last to believe that 
the true mission of nations as of men is 
to promote righteousness on earth; that 
corferring liberty ‘s wiser than making 
gain; that new friends are better for us 
than new markets; that love is more ele- 
vating than hatred; that peuce is nobler 
than war; that the humblest human life 
is sacred;-that the humblest human right 
should be respected—then our own beloved 
cturtry can worthily discharge the sacred 
mission cenfided to her and by her true 
dignity and grandeur, setting her feet 
ur<n the shining pathway which ‘eads to 
the sunlit summits of the olive roun- 
tains, and taking abundant care that 
every human creature beneath her ed

WILL NAME GENERALS TODAY. 


President Will | Send List of Army 


Nom/fnations to Senate. 

Washington, February 4.—Secretary 
Root said today that the nominations of 
general officers authorized by the new 
army law would be sent to the senate 
tomorrct;. The nominatidns, fe said, in- 
cluded a lieutenant general, three major 
generals and ten brigadier generals, 

It is believed that General Miles will 
be made lieutenant generai, but there is 
considerable uncertainty with regard to 
the other general officers. Génerals Wade, 
Merrtam and Young are the three rank- 
ing brigadiers in the present regu-ar es- 
tablishment in the order named, with 
General MacArthur number fadur, and 
General Ludlow number seven in the list 
of colonels of cavalry and General Wood 
number sixty in the list of captains, rel- 
ative to rank. All these officers have 
been mentioned as possible major gen- 
erals, and the three successful ones are 
probably among the number. 

If General Mites is promoted it will 
leave a vacancy in the list of major gen- 
erals yet to be filled. The order of se- 
niority of the new major general un- 
doubtedly will determine which of them 
will have command Of’ the military forces 
in the Philippines, which command, it 
is generally understood, will become va- 
cant by the re-ief of General MacArthur 
during the coming summer. 


STREET CAR COMPANY YIELDS. 


People of Columbus Succeed in Get- 
tng All Demands Granted. 
Columbus, O., February 4.—As a result 
of a conference between the Columbus 
Railway Company, the citizens’ commit- 
tee and city councilmen this afternoon 
the company practically conceded .al] the 
demands of the people, and tonight the 
city council awarded the railway com- 
pany a blanket franchise for twenty-five 
years. The terms of the ordinance pro- 
vide for 5-cent cash fares, seven tickets 
for 2 cents, with transfers, until the 
annual gross receipts are $1,750,000, and 
then eight tickets for 25 cents, with trans- 
fers; all night cars with .10-cent cash fares 
and transfers for the first five years, af- 
ter wuss ‘the fares are to be 5 cents, with

In a word, it seems that {n spite of the 
fact that a new council has been elected 
to office on the issue of competition in 
electric lights and power, that the general 
public is as far from its realization as it 
was months ago. 

It was by filibustering and delay that 
the depot bill in the house of represent- 
atives was kept from a vote until it was 
too late for the measure to stand on its 
The same tactics are not un- 
known in local politics. Time and time 
again efforts have been made to secure 
the passage of an electric lighting fran- 
Argument after argument has 
béen brought up as each effort was un- 
folded. Some of the arguments were not 
without a certain amount of justice. But 
ip the present case the delay seems to 
mean but one thing—a determined effort 
to defeat the wil] of the people.

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Wealthy Farmer Near Tifton Is 
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~. Sain in Desperate Fight, 
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F Uncle and Nephew Jeave Immedi- 


_* ately After the Killing and 


Have Not Been Arrested 
So Far. 
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Tifton, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)—M. 
Walker, probably the wealthiest farmer in 
this section of the state, was shot and 
Filled last night by John F. Williams, 
a comPade and life-long friend, on one. of 
Walker's plantations, about eight miles 
south of/Tifton. . 

Mrs. McLelland, who lives on one of 
Walker's plantations, is a sister of Wii- 
liams. She separated from her husband 
several] years ago, and it apnears Walker 
has been visiting her. She has two sons 
hearly grown, and while he had been 
very kind to them in their youth, -Walker 
becamé involved in a difficilty with them 
a few weeks ago, and one struck him on 
the head with a pair of knucks, inflicting 
a wound that came near causing Walker's 
death, Sunday evening Walker was at 
this place, which he owns, and began a 
fight with the younger boy, shooting at 
him several times and striking him on the 
head with his pistol. The boy cut Walker 
severely across the cheek and fled. . Wil- 
liams, whose home is near by, heard the 
shcoting and the screams of the women 
and started with his gun to find the cause 
of the trouble. The elder boy, who was 
absent at first, came up in the mean- 
time, and the two McLelland boys joined 
Williams near his home, a short distance 
from the house, the three met Walker, 
and a general battle ensued. Williams 
took refuge behind a tree and Walker 
fired several shots at him, The elder Mc- 
Lelland boy also fired at Walker with a 
pistol. After being fired at Williams 
stepped from behind the tree and emptied 
the contents of both barrels of his shot- 
gun, loaded with duckshot, into Walker's 
body, inflicting a fatal wound. Walker 
lay where he had fallen itn a pouring rain 
for several hours before he was picked 
up and carried to his home nearby, where 
he died about four hours after the shoot- 
ing. Justice Chestnutt, of Tifton, held 
an inquest. over the remains today, at 
which the jury returned a verdict of kill- 
ing “by J. F. Williams, with Ossie Mc- 
Lelland as accessory.” : 

Williams and McLelland‘ left for Val- 
dosta last night, and the authorities were 
wired this morning to arrest them. but 
replied that they had left a few minutes 
before, saying they were going to Nash- 
ville, the county seat of Berrien, to sur- 
render to the sheriff. This is not general- 
ly credited. Both families are prominent 
in this section, and the killing is the sen- 
sation of the hour. Walker and Williams 
were in Tifton together Saturday and 
appeared the best of friends.

accurate,’ untrue and unjust, and which I am 
sure Mr. Wright himself wil so acknowledge, 
that I am constrained to relate to the public 
exactly what passed between Mr. Wright and 
myself subsequent to the meeting of codnecil, 
held February |, i901. ; 

What occurred in council in the coloquy be- 
tween Mr, Wright and myself has already been 
freely aired in the public prints and various 
newspapers of the city. After the council 
meeting adjourned and after discussing various 
personal matters with friends in the council 
chamber, I left the building for the Commer- 
cial Club. There I jotned a group of friends 
in the main body of the olub, and after a 
short while went to the front parior of the 
club, where we were feated and engaged in 
convereation when Mr. Wright appeared at 
the parlor door, accompanied by two gentle-

This leaves no bar in the 
way of pronouncing judgment against the 
prisoner, and unless some future step is 
taken by his counsel tomorrow this will 
be done. Colonel. B. W. Nelson and L. J. 
Crawford, of Newport, Youtsey’s chief at- 
torneys, arrived last night and held a 
conferetice with the tocal counsel in the 
case. Mrs. Youtsey. wife of the prisoner, 
arrived on a morning train but did not 
attend the session of court. 

The éases of John Davis, Holland Whit- 
aker and “Tallow Dick’’ Combs, accused 
of the Goebel conspiracy, are on the docket 
for trial.

of twenty years after 1902, when the pr:s- 
ent extension expires. The bill oc- 
easionéd no debate, and was passed with- 
out division. 

Mr. Haugen, of Wisconsin, in charge of 
the Spanish claims commission, asked thie 
house ‘to vote down the amendment and 
pass the original bill. This course led the 
cpposition, under the lead of Mr. (!nder- 
wood, of Alabama, la&t week ty» charge 
that the consideration of the bill hal 
been agreed to under a misapprehension. 
Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohic, tcday argued in 
favor of the passage of the original serate 
bill. He said that not more than $29,%9- 
000 of claims were now on file at the state 
department. 

Mr. Underwood urged fat the amend- 
ment should be adoptedefirst, because the 
house, after full discussion on a previcus 
occasion, had instructed the commission 
to bring in such an amendment, and, sec- 
ondly, because the government already 
had a well-equipped court for the trial 
of just such claims. 

Underwood on Lobbyists. 

Mr. Underwood declared that the cor- 
ridors were full of lobbyists urging the 
adoption of the senate bill. They beiisved 
their clients would fare better before such 
a tribunal than before the court of 
claims. 

After considérable discussion, 
amendment was adopted 123 to 88. 

Mr. Maddox, of Georgia, and Mr. Can- 
non, of Illinois, were among those who 
opposed the bill to ratify the agreement 
with the Crow Indiars of Montana. The 
lands which the government was to pur- 
chase from the Crows, Mr. Cannon saii, 
were net worth $100,000, much less $1,1,- 
000, which the government was to pay. 
I'he bill was defeated, 34 to 49. 

Mr. Knox, chairman of, the commities 
on territories, moved the passage, under 
suspension of the rules, of the bill to re- 
deem Hawaiian silver coins, not abrace¢d 
below lawful value, at par and recoin 
them into standard silver coins of the 
United States abroad, abraded coin tu 
be received at its bullion value. 

Mr. Wilcox, the Hawailan delegate, was 
esked to explain the relative value of 
native and American silver in Hawaii, He 
said that both circulated at par, but that 
gold commanded 3 per cent premium. He 
was offered time to give his views in ¢x- 
tenso, but declined to do so. ' 

The bill was defeated, 70 to 5, 
thirds not voting in the affirmative. 

The indian appropriation bill was sent 
to conference. r. Sherman, of New 
York; ‘Mr. Curtis, of Kansas, and Mr. 
Little, of Arkansas, were appointed ccn- 
ferees. 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole and resumed consideration of 
the postoffice appropriation lll. 

Mr. H. C. Smith, of Michigan, spoke in 
favor of reduction of railway mail pay. 
No action was taken. 

At 6:25 o’clock the house adjourned. 
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HOUSE WON'T INVITE HOGG. 


Texas Legislators D> Not Want To 
Hear the ex-Governor. 
Austin, Tex., February 4.—Special.)— 
There was no session of the senate this 
mortiing, and the house was only in ses- 
sion a brief time. The house refused to 
invite Governor Hogg to address the body 

on the Hogg amendment. 

A dill was introduced in the house bv 
Mr. Dillard providing a taxation of 2 
cents on the hundred dollar property 
valuation on all telegraph, telephone and 
express companies doing business in ‘the 
state. This is considered among the first 
of a number of bills that are !!kely to be 
introduced within the next week or two 
taxing various industries in the state. 
It is an attempt to rejuvenate the old 
views of heavy corporate taxation for the 
purpose of relieving farin interests of all 
taxes. There seems little probability of 
such drastic legislation being enacted, as 
the legislature, as a whole, is not in 
sympathy with such a movement. 

The Galveston people are anxious iv 
push legislation on their new charter, 
with a view of getting through as soon ag 
passible, as it is evident there is iikely to 
be some opposition to it from bondholders 
east who hold the Galveston securities 
that are now sought to be refurided, The 
eastern bondholders have appointed a 
committee to come and look after their 
interests, and it is anticlpated that there 
will bs an exceedingly interesting fight 
over this Galveston charter, « '

Faction Succeeds in 
Giving Deciding Vote to an 
Opponent of the Soldier. 
Electoral College Plan 
, Ie Adopted. 


Havana, February 4—The Cuban con- 
st.tutional convention held its first meet- 
ing this afternoon since the deadlock oc- 
curred Thursday last over what is known 
as the “Gomez clause’”’ in the twelfth sec- 
tion of the constitution which provides 
that naturalized citizens shall be eligible 
to the presidency of the republic if they 
have served ten years in the wars. 

None of the delegates had changed his 
opinion, but Juan Gualberto Gomez, col- 
ored, and his followers persuaded Senor 
Belancourt- to vote with them for the 
postponement of a further discussion of 
the clause until the other portions of the 
constitution had been considered. 

A motion to postpone as soon as the 
session was opened was carried, 15 to 14. 
The result was a surprise to the Gomez- 
ites. They had intended to force the is- 
sue today and had prepared to put in 
substitutes if the anti-Gomez people had 
resigned, as some threatened to do. The 
delay makes possible a tie vote, involving 
@ final decision by Senor Capote, presi- 
dent of the convention, who is opposed to 
General Gomez. 

Another vistory won by the anti-Gomez 
men today was the changing of the 
method of electing the president of the 
republic from the popular vote to the 
system of an electoral college, like that 
obtaining in the United States, which 
was adopted, 15 to 14. 

The remainder of the twelfth section, 
dealing with the executive power, and 
the whole of the thirteenth section, deal- 
ing with the vice president of the repub- 
lic, were accepted with a few immaterial 
changes, except that articles 14 and 15 
in the seventh division of the twelfth sec- 
tion, relating to provincial matters, were 
‘postponed. 

An article was added providing for a 
cabinet or presidential secretaries, all of 
whom mist be citizens of Cuba, and di- 
recting that all decrees, orders and com- 
mands of the president must be counter- 
signed by one secretary, every secretary 
being held personally responsible for the 
acts countersigned by him, but without 
relieving the president of his resp nsibil- 
ity. The article provides also for the im- 
peachment of the secretaries by the house 
of representatives before the senate. 

La Discusion advises the convention to 
hasten the completion of its work, alleg- 
ing that the present United States con- 
gress ‘‘will apcept the constitution with-

GAT ON HARD 
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Mississippi Railroad Commis- 
sion Enters the Field 


SALE OF M. & 0, OPPOSED 


State Will Attempt To Declare the 
Charter of the Road Forfeited 
and Thereby Prevent the 
Consolidation Now on 
Foot. 


February 4—The Mis- 
sissippi railroad commission has called 
the attention of the attorney general to 


the consoldation of the Mobile and Ohio 
with the Southern road and setting forth 
that such consolidation is violative of the 
clause of the constitution prohibiting the 
amaigamation of competing lines. ‘The 
penalty is forfeiture of right to do busi- 
ness in the state. 

The movement inaugurated by tha rail- 
road commission tg have set aside the 
consolidation oF the Mobile and Ohio with 
the Southern road promises to be one 
of the most bitterly fought contests Mis- 
sissippi has ever had with a railroad 
corporation, Attorney General McClung, 
acting under instructions from the com- 
mission, will within the next few days 
file prgceedings for a cancellation of the 
chaster rights of the two roads and de- 
manding the paymewt cf $10,000 povided 
by law. Section 3600 of the code provides 
that— 


“It shall be unlawful for any railroad 
ccempany to consolidate a purallel or 
competing company or to allow its af- 
fairs to be in any manner managed, reg- 
ulated or controlled by the same person 
or persons who manage, regulate or con- 
trol the affairs of such competing or 
parallel railroad company.” 


Chairman McInnis states that the Mo- 
bila and Ohio is a competing line with 
the Southern at no less than half a dozen 
points in north Mississippi.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL BUYS ROAD. 


Mobile, Jackson and Kansas City 
Said To Have Been Sold. 
Mobile, Ala., February 4.—(Special.)— 
There is an unverified report here tonight 
that the Illinois Central has obtained 
control of a short line of road running 
from tnis city to Merrill, Miss., known 
as the Mobile, Jackson and Kansas City. 
The intention of the builders was to run 
the road through to Jackson, Miss., but 
it was not completed.

Organization of Gorermen-En- 
ployees (s Full of Danger, 
He Says, 


IN THE HOUSE HE 
DISCUSSES THE WORK 


Labor Associations He Approves, 
but He Sees a Dea'ded Differ- 
ence in These and the 
Boiies He So Freely 
Criticises. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, «February 4.—(Special.)— 
One of the principal speeches made in the 
house today during the consideration of 
the postoffice appropriation bill was that 
of Judge Griggs, of Georgia, who, as one 
of the leading members of the postoffice 
committee, has made « close study of pos- 
tal affairs. The special point of his re- 
marks was the danger, as he sees it, of 
permitting the organization of employees 
of the goverrament for the purpose of 
bringing influence to bear upon congress 
to secure increases in their own pay and 
emoluments, While some organizations 
of postal employees were especially cited, 
Judge Griggs showed that he was not 
aiming at them alone, but at others as 
well; that he was not criticizing individ- 
uals so much as the system, and that the 
purpose of his remarks was to call at- 
tention to the burden upon the taxpayers, 
the unjust burden that would inevitably 
come with the adoption of a civil pension 
system—the inevitable climax of the ef- 
forts of these organizations of govern- 
ment employees. He characterized the 
civil service of the United States one of 
the most honest, efficient and faithful in 
the world, but while acknowledging this 
faithfulness and efficiency of the indi- 
vidual employee, he regretted the necessi- 
ty of calling the attention of congress 
and of the country to the numerous or- 
ganizations of government employees, 
every one of which ifs, so far he can see, 
engaged in an effort to increase the sal- 
aries of the members thereof. 

Civil Pension Efforts. 

Judge Griggs referred first to a provision 
in a bill now before the house authoriz- 
ing in one of the hureaus of the agri- 
cultural department the establishment of 
what is practically a civil pension list for 
aged and disabled employees of that bu- 
reau. 

“Some gentlemen,”’ continued the Geor- 
gian, “may say this proposed provision— 
that 3 per cent of the salaries of all em- 
ployees be reserved to make a retirement 
fund which is to Be used to support em- 
ployees who by the weight of advancing 
years or the inroads of disease are inca- 
pacitated for further sgervice—is not a 
civil pension, If not, what is it? If we 
are paying larger salaries than are nec- 
essary, it is our duty to the people we 
represent to decrease these salaries in 
whatever proportion they now exceed just 
and equitable recompense for the service 
performed. If they are too small then 
it is our duty to our constituency and to 
these people to increase their salaries to 
an amount commensurate with the labor 
performed. 

“On that point, Mr. Chairman, I under- 
take to say that there is not an empioyee 
of this government, who devotes his entire 
time in its service who does not receive 
as much or greater pay than he would 
for like service in private life. There is 
not a man in the government service to- 
day who did not better his condition finan- 
cially when he entered it. There is not 
one who, if he could better his condition 
in other service, would not resign to- 
morrow and accept it. 

Getting in Their Work. 

‘Tiow can We account for this fatherly 
intcrest of legislators so lately aroused 
and which seems to me a cancerous 
growth’ eating its way toward the very 
vitals of the American body politic? It 
may be and I believe is largely due to the 
organization of unicns, associations and 
conventions among government em- 
ployees of almdést every class, ostensibly, 
and probably at the outset organized 
really for the lavdable purpose of in- 
creasing the efficiency of the service, bvt 
every one of which it seems is bound 
sooner or later to degenerate into a 
society for the purpose of increasing sal- 
aries. It began, I believe, with a union 
of employees in the railway mail service, 
neo mgrnets Bet the outset as a purely social 
and benevolent society. 

A Comparison. 

“What would you say of an organiza- 
tion of American soldiers in the Philip- 
pines sending their representatives here 
and demanding an increase of pay? Two 
years ago an American army was en- 
camped in Cuba. They had just won a 
victory. Unacecustomed to the torrid cli- 
mate, that dread scourge of the tropics, 
yellow fever, wes stalk.ng a veritable 
pestilance through the camp. Something 
was necessary to be done. The necessity 
for speedy action was urgent. Finally a 
protest of the oflicers against remaining 
longer there was framed and forwarded 
to the commander in chief of the army, 
the president of the United States. ffow 
was that done, Mr. Chairman? No offic?r 
there had the hardihood to face a court- 
roartial by appearing as the first signer of 
that paper. To avoid thts responsibility, 
it was signed in a co:rplete circle, with- 
cut beginning and without ending. Thus 
the famous ‘round robin’ of the American 
army in Cuba came into existence. This 
came from soldiers, men whose lives hung 
in the balance and whose health was de- 
pendent, as they believed, on their re- 
moval from that death-dealing clime. The 
American civil employee, in no danger 
from anything, according. to gentlemen 
who advocate pensions and increases for 
him, except old age and his own ex- 
travaganee, organizes and serds his 
‘walking delegate’ here to interview con- 
gress in his behalf. 

Soldiers Get No Increases. 

‘‘The soldier having faced death in bat- 
th and e. thousand fold worse from dis- 
czse must remain mute. I am in receipt 
almost constantly of communications 
headed ‘Letter Carriers’ Association of 
the United States,’ signed by somebody 
as chairman, and somebody else as secre- 
tary, insisting that all employees of that 
branch of the public’ service should be 
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of others in higher official positions, 


equalized, every one insisting on eyual- 
izing up and none down. No employee, 
be he letter carrier or railway mail clerk, 
has the right to enter irio a union for 
the purpose of fcrcing legisiation through 
congress. Letter carriers average about 
seven and three-quarter hours’ work a 
Gay and receive one thousand dollars sal- 
ary. with fifteen days’ leave on pay. To 
equalize them as urged would add $3,741.- 
od to the anna] postoffice appropriation 

Judge Griggs then referred to similar 
crganizations of postoffice clerks insisting 
that the membters of the organization 
shall be given increase of salaries: and 
other similar organizations in different 
brenches of the government service. 

“Tho position I take,”’ continued Judge 
Griggs, “is that employees of the govern- 
ment agents of the people, supported by 
the people, have no right to organize as 
against the legislative acents of the peo- 
ple for whom they are performing ser- 
vices, and who pay the taxes by which 
they are sustained. 

Not Like Labor Unions. 

“Let me say here that I am not op- 
posed to iakor unions, trade federations, 
and the like. Since it has come to a con- 
dition in which dollars herd together, and 
the man is no longer Able alone to stand 
against them it is perfectly proper for 
laberers to crganize themselves against 
the tyranny of congested capital. 

A Radical Difference. 

“The great body of the people, Mr. 
Chairman, do not draw on the treasury 
of this government for their support. On 
the contrary, the treasury draws on their 
resources, and they must pay the draft. 
Should the entire office holding class he- 
come organized {nto a great body of sal- 
ary grabbers making its annual demands 
on congress, it would not be the case 
of the labor union protecting its members 
against the aggressions of capital. It 
would be the salaried man against the 
unsalaried man, who must meet whatever 
demands the government makes on him. 
Once in two vears only he has the oppor- 
tunity of declaring his approval or disap- 
proval of our acts. Mr. Chairman, there 
are three hundred thougand employees 
of this government, a body which, once 
thoroughly organized and voting solidly, 
cculd turn the scales in any presidential 
election. In almost every congressional 
district in the United States an active 
organization of government employees 
may be ablejnow to turn the scales at 
every election held. Suppose it should 
come to this, Mr. Speaker, where would 
the free representatives of the Amer- 
ican people stand? Instead of being as 
they have always boasted, free and inde- 
perdent representatives of a free people, 
they would come here bound hand and 
foot. the mere punrets of organized office 
holders. 

Dangers of Life ‘Tenure. 

‘A union of carpenters is a union of 
men belonging to a certain calling. They 
organize to protect their trade. But 
where is the professional postmaster, Mr. 
Chairman? He would be an anomaly. 

“Civil service, to my mind the greatest 
humbug of all the ages, gives practically 
a life tenure to letter carriers, railway 
mail clerks, and department clerks, and 
to that extent their service is their trade, 
but herein lies the greatest danger to 
our institutions. Should all office holders 
at last come under the civil service rules 
with a life tenure on their offices, and 
become organized into a great body of 
salary grabbers 500,000 strong, I would 
tremble for the perpetuity of our govern- 
ment and for the republic. 

Well-Paid Public Servants. 

“TY represent here farmers, merchants, 
lawyers, mechanics, traders, bankers, 
preachers and doctors. I represent also 
railway mail clerks. postmasters, post 
office clerks and letter carriers. The pay 
of every class of these office holders 
is far better than that of the average 
private citizen. Should the representative 
of all be controlled by the organization 


of the few? a 

“If they do not like it let them ‘pour it 
back into the jug.’ 

“If given the opportunity, I would un- 
dertake to fill every government office 
with men who would be willing to accept 
the salaries now paid, and who would

That ‘Civil Pension Again. 

“Let us look for a moment at this 
proposed civil pension. They teli us that 
it will come from the salary of the em- 
ployee, and that the government will 
simply hold it as trustee to pay it out 
in the terms of the law. Who pays the 
Salaries but the government? And who 
will dare stand upon this floor and prom- 
ise the people of the United States that 
these very people will not soon again, 
through their organization, urge upon 
congress an increase of salary. What 
will they say? They will Say to congress 
‘You paid us at one time so much sal- 
ary. You said by law that we were 
entitled to it. You said it was neces- 
sary for our maintenance and support. 
You have now taken 3, 4, or 5 per cent 
of that salary, and have by so much re- 
duced our income.’ And we would see the 
ridiculous spectacle of congress, in re- 
sponse to the demands of organized polli- 
ticians, hurrying to raise salaries by the 
Same Or a larger percentage than the 
percentage of reduction. The first step 
renders the second one easy.” 

Two rictures. 

Judge Griggs contended that the history 
of all legislation bears out his picture of 
the inevitable, if things are allowed to 
sO on as they are tending. The vast 
increase in the pension list he cited as 
one of the results of this sort of influ- 
ence of organizations. The entire history 
showing the increase of. offices and the 
increase of salaries sounds a warning 
against allowing these organizations of 
government employees. Referring to the 
picture which has been drawn by some 
gentlemen of men who have grown gray 
in the government service being at last 
“turned out to graze,’ he said: 

“Grown gray in the service, have they? 
I see men all around me who have grown 
gray in the public service, and who have 
fought for their lives every second year 
since entering political life. For their 
defeat and retirement to private life not 
a tear will fall from friend or foe. I see 
them around me who in a few days will 
retire to private life unwept and unsung, 
but not unhonored.” 

Who Pays the Fiddler? 

“Tf a kind providence and beneficent 
gzdvernment have permitted them to grow 
gray in the government service with 
salaries far greater than is naid for the 
same service in private life, they should 
thank God for the opportunity to lay up 
something for the evening of life, and be 
ready to stand aside with a competency 
for themselves, saved without compul- 
sion, when, by reason of age, they have 
become incompetent. The government 
employee is no less a man by reason of 
his employment. A better plan still has 
been suggested by the gentleman from 
Ohio, Mr. Grosvenor. Let there be a 
fixed tenure of office, beyond which. no 
man, whether influential or not, shall be 
permitted to serve. ~ 

Others Who Have Grown Gray. 

“There are thousands, yea, millions of 
our fellow countrymen who, although 
out of office, have grown gray in he 
service of their country on less than the 
lowest salary paid by the government 
to its lowest employee. Every day, worn 
and weary with life’s hard struggle, 
they lie down in their graves without 
ever having had the opportunity to lay up 
something with which to decently put 
them away.

MONEY *OR SOUTHERN RIVERS 


Several Streams Get Appropriations 
ir. Sundry Civil Bill. 
Washington, February 4—The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was completed to- 
day by the house committee on appro- 
priations. The Dill appropriates $59,703,- 
084, which is $10,889,197 less than the es- 
timates and $5,748,221 less than the Dill 
for the current fiscal year. The items 
for rivers: and hartor work now in prog- 
ress under contract aggregate $6,840,623, 
or about half the sum appropriated last 
year. The debt of Hawaii, assumed on 
the annexation of the islands, is provided 
for, amounting to $38,447,535. For public 
buildings now in course of construction 
in various cities $6,746,625 is appropriated. 

The provisions include: 

Twelfth census $3,516,210; enlargement 
of military posts $1,000,000; public build- 
ing, Tampa, Fia., $300,000. 

The river and harbor items over $50,000, 
including Cumberland Sound, Ga., and 
Florida, $200,000; Winyaw Bay, S. C., 
$500,000; Congaree River, 8S. C., $50,000; 
Potomac River, $98,000; Savannah River, 
Ga., $100,000; Tampa Bay,. Fla., $127,000; 
Warrior and Tombigbee rivers, Alabama 
and Mississippi, $240,000.

SAMPSON-SCHLEY TROUBLE 


Naval Controversy Once More Fig- 
ures in Senate, and Republicans 
Criticise Secretary Long’s 
Morgan (fLetter—Subsi- 
dy Bill Delayed.

Washington, February 4.—(Special.)— 
The feature of today at the capitol was 
the able speech of Senator Bacon, in 
which he discussed af length the rela- 
tions between congress and the executive 
departments of the government. The oc- 
casion for this speech was a resolution 
which Senator Bacon introduced several 
days ago declaring that congress has a 
right to demand and receive all docu- 
ments and information on file in the ex- 
ecutive departments. While the resolu- 
tion contained no direct reference fo any 
case, it wag called forth ty Secretary 
Root’s recent refusal to send to con- | 
gress the report of Auditor Lawshe rela- 
tive to the Cuban postal funds. Senator 
Bacon went into the question at length 
and in the course of his discussion cited 
such eminent authorities as Senator Hoar, 
Senator Spooner, former Senator and 
Secretary of State Evarts, former Sena- 
tor Edmunds and others who have taken 
the same position as is contained in the 
Bacon resolution. 

Long’s Letter Riddled. 

Those misguided friends of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson who have been crying in 
season and out of season that the re- 
sponsibility for the failure of Lieutenant 
Hobson, Captain Clark and the other cap- 
tains who participated in the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet to secure adequate 
reward was due to the enmity of the 
friends of Admiral Schley in the senate 
received a staggering rebuke at the 
hands of Senators Hale, Chandler and 
others this morning. 

There was a revival of the Sampson- 
Schley controversy in a sense, called 
forth by a letter from Secretary Long to 
Senator Morgan, in which the blame for 
this delay was placed at the doors ,of 
the senate. This letter was written in 
reply to one from Senator Morgan in- 
quiring the cause of the delay in the 
recognition of Lieutenant Hobson and 
Captain Clark, in whom he is personally 
interested. The reply from _ Secretary 
Long appeared in this morning’s papers 
before Senator Morgan had received it 
and the evident purpose of the publication 
was to create feeling throughout the 
country against the friends of Admiral 
Schley. 

Immediately after the senate convened 
Senator Chandler introduced a resolution 
calling upon the secretary of the treas- 
ury for a list of the naval officers whose 
names were sent to the senate for pro- 
motion during the fifty-fifth congress. 
This led to a breezy discussion in which 
Secretary Long’s letter was riddled to 
pléces. The secretary's letter evidently 
sought to give the impression that for 
more than two years this lst of promo- 
tions has been before the senate and 
that the failure of the gallant officers 
to receive the reward due them was due 
entirely to the non-action of the senate. 
Senator Hale, Senator Chandler and all 
others who took a hand in the discussion 
demonstrated that this was not at all 
the case. They -showed that this list of 
nominations was sent to the last con- 
gress and, as is the case with all nomi- 
nations, died with that congress. It had 
never been sent in again and has never 
been before this congress. The respons]j- 
bility for non-action is, therefore, clearly 
with the secretary of the navy and not at 
all with the senate. 

Subsidy. Bill Laid Aside. 


ship subsidy bill was laid 
informally by the senate to- 
day to permit consideration of the 
appropriation bills. This action was 
taken late in /*the day by Mr. Allison’s 
request that the District of Columbia bill 
be taken up. Mr. Frye, in charge of the 
shipping hijl. who had said he would 
not give way to appropriation bills, was 
not in the chamber at the time, but Mr.

At the instance of Mr. Chandler, the 
senate passed a resolution calling upon 
the secretary of the navy for a list of 
the members of Admiral Sampson's fleet 
whose names were sent to the senate for 
promotion during the Fifty-fifth congress. 
Mr. Chandler said he based his presenta- 
tion of this resolution on a published let- 
ter written by Secretary Long to Senator 
Morgan in which he had charged that 
the delay in recognizing the services of 
these =<nen was due to the non-action of 
congress rather than of the executive de- 
partments. He said that upon failure 
of the last congress to act, the president 
had not renewed the recommendations 
for the present congress. He explained 
that the failure of the senate to act had 
been due to the Sampson-Schley contro- 

rsy. 

Mr. Hale. as chairman of the commit- 
tec on naval affairs, also said that no 
fault could be found with congress, He 
referred to the tieing up of all the nomi- 
nations because of the Sampson-Schley 
controyersy and added that he had been 
walting during the entire Fifty-sixth con- 
gress expecting fhat the president's rec- 
ommendations would be renewed. 

Mr. Pettigrew said there had been an 
effort to promote Sampson over Schley, 
‘notwithstanding Schley had done the 
lighting and had previously outranked 
Sampson.”” Mr. Pettigrew declared that 
the administration was disposed to pro- 
mote men “who have never smelt pow- 
der, like Corbin and Shafter.”’ 

He accused Messrs. Hale and Chandler 
with using the Long letter as a pretext 
for filibustering against the subsidy bill. 

Replying. Mr. Chandler said he consid- 
ered the action of the executive in the 
matter of the promotion of Messrs. Schley 
and Sampson correct. 

“Would the failure to capture Cervera’s 
fleet have been visited upon Schley or 
upon Sampson.”’ asked Mr. Bacon, of 
Georgia. 

This question had the effect of bringing 
Mr. Hoar to his feet with a protest that 
if there ‘was to be an effort to reply to 
that inquiry he would object to the con- 
tinuance of the controversy. 

Mr. Teller said the publication of the 
secretary's letter was bad taste. 

Mr. Morgan repud’ated any idea that he 
had given it out, and said there was noth- 
ing improper in the letter. 

Bacon ,Condemns President. 


Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, then addressed 
the senate on his resclution dectaring it 
to be the sense of the senate that that 
body had the right to demand informa- 
tion and documents on file in the execu- 
tive departments. He had made the reso- 
lution impersonal, he said, but he pre- 
dicted much of what he said on the recent 
refusal of the secretary of war, through 
the presid2nt, to supply to the senate the 
report made by Avditor Lawshee concert- 
ing the Cuban postal accounts. 

Mr. Bacon spoke of the question as one 
of vast importance, and said the refusal 
in the Lawshe case was a direct chailenge 
of the senate’s right to call for and se- 
cure information on file in a department, 
excepting so far as that right was grant- 
ed by the cepartment itself. 

Mr. Spooner asked Mr. Bacon if he con- 
sidered the president's communication a 
cheéllenge. 

“IT do, most emphatically,’’ replied Mr. 
Bacon. “Iz constitutes such a challenge 
as requires an answer from the senate. 
That is very much enlarged in gravity by 
the fact that newspaper publications in- 
dicate it as not oniy the action of the 
president, but the action of the cabinet, 
and we are now confronted with the fict 
that there is a general and organized pur- 
pese of the cabinet avowed to deny to the 
senate the right to information to be 
found on the files of the department un- 
less where the chief cf the depirtment 
may as a matter of grace give his permis- 
sion to permit the senate to have such 
information.” 

At 3 o'clock the ship subsidy bill was 
laid before the senate, and temporarily 
laid aside in order to permit Mr. Bacon 
to continue his speech on the executive 
prercgative. e 

Cabinet Insults Congress. 

Mr. Bacon said he had no desire to dis- 
rerage cabinet officers, for he considered 
these positions very high, worthy of the 
ambition of the most aspiring. But ‘t was 
important that the dignity and authority 
and power of the senate should be main- 
tained. He referred tc cabinet officers as 
creatures of congress, and vet the time 
had cyme, he said, when one of these 
creatures coull stand at the door of an 
ewecutive branch and deny admission to 
ccugress. 

The. resolution was then laid aside 
temporarily. Mr. Spooner gave notice 
that he would reply to Mr. Bacon at some 
opportune tirre. 

Mr. Allison called up the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill, the shipping 
bil) beirg laid «uside informally.

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ENVOYS Witt MEET TODAY 


Understood That the Chinese Pleni- 
potentiaries Will Fight To Save 
Prince Tuan—American Mis- 
sionary Arrested for 
Looting. 


Pekin, February 4.—Tomorrow will be 
held the first joint meeting between the 
foreign envoys and the Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries. Only Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching have plenipotentiary rights, 
The other Chinese have merely the status 
of advisors. 

All the envoys have agreed to maintain 
absolute secrecy and will endeavor to 
fmpress the Chinese with the importance 
of similar reserve; but, as a matter of 
fact, there are many Chinese who al- 
ready know exactly the programme of 
tomorrow's meeting. All kinds of rumors 
and reports that large numbers have 
been listed for punishment are without 
foundation, as only twelve provincial au- 
thorities have been named. These the 
Chinese will be requested to punish com- 
inensurately with their misdeeds. There 
is a private understanding that at least 
half of. them will be requested to commit 
suicide, while the others must be ban- 


ished or imprisoned. 
Punishment of Officials. 

The real subject liable to cause delay 
is the punishment of the officials 
Pekin and the province of Chi Li, regam#- 
ing which the envoys have not get 
reached an agreement. There is little 
doubt that the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
will agree so far as the provincials are 
concerned, although there may possibly 
be a few days’ delay while the plenipoten- 
tiaries are conferring with the court. 

Without doubt Ii Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching have been ordered to protest 
to the uttermost against the execution 
of Prince Tuan or any prince of the 
royal blood. 

This is a source of disagreement among 
the envoys, many of whom feel that if 
Prince Tuan goes unpunished all others 
ought to go free. The Chinese plenipo- 
tentiaries profess to be unable to under- 
stand how Prince Tuan can be banished 
while his son is the heir apparent. 

British and American telegraph line- 
men report having seen what they be- 
lieved to have been a number of armed 
Chinese, at least 2,000, at dusk yesterday 
between Tung Chow and Ma Tow. The 
military authorities think, however, that 
the soldiers in question were a body 
of German troops. The matter will be 
investigated. 

Missionary Is Arrested. 

Rev. W. 8S. Ament, one of the missiona- 
ries of the American board of foreign 
missions, was recently arrested, with two 
British subjects, by German and French 
troops near Tung Chow. He was charged 
with endeavoring to extort money from 
the Chinese villagers. The British sub- 
jects were released, but Mr. Ament was 
held. He says he was me@ely trying tg 
settle the affairs of the church there 
and he has applied to Mr, Conger to 
request General Chaffee to send cavalry 
to release him. The matter has been re- 
ferred to Count von Waldersee. 

Private Hamilton, of the Sixth United 
States cavalry, who was tried by court- 
martial for killing Corporal Cooper, has 
been sentenced to twenty years’ impris- 
onment. 

There is an impression at Tien Tsin 
that a German expedition, commanded by 
Von Troth, has gone to the northwest 
for the purpose of escorting the emperor 
to the capital. Von Waldersee will-short- 
ly join Von Troth’s force. 


TEXAS OIL NOT FIRST CLASS. 


So Says a Reprasettative of the 
Standard Oil Company. 

Lima, O., February 4.—C. F. Lumkin, 
one of the Standard Oil Company’s confi- 
dential men, returned today from the 
Beaumont, Tex., well and denies that the 
Standard Oil Company has purchased the 
immense amount of land credited to them. 
He says that repeated tests show that 
the oil cannot be refined; and that it 
contains only a slight per cent of illu- 
minating oil. He says that it is fit only 
for fuel, but that freight rates are so 
high that it will never come into compe- 
tition even for that with Lima or Penn- 
sylvania.

Manila, February 4—Natives have re- 
Ported at Batangas that a week ago the 
natives of the island of Mindoro rose 
against the insurgents and killed the in- 
surgent governor, There are no troops 
at Mindoro. 

The federal party of Batanga prov- 
ince, including the president of each 
pueblo, held a meeting at Orani yester- 
day and resolved to notify the insurgents 
of Batanga that they must cease oper- 
ations within a week or the people will 
aSsist the Americans to capture them, 

Surrenders and minor skirmishes con- 
tinue in southern Luzon. A few insur- 
gents have been killed, There were 
American casualties.

~STATEHOUSE BY BENCH AND BAR 


Distinguished Gathering Met To Do Honor to the Great Chief 


Justice, John Marshall, 


‘SPEECHES ON NOTED JURIST 


‘Chief Justice Simmons Presided and 
Supreme Court Was in Attendance, 


HIGH SCHOOL GIRLS ATTENDED 


| Addresses by President Warner Hill, 
of Georgia Bar Association; 
Burton Smith, Member of 
American Bar Asso- 
ciation, an@ Others. 


The Georgia bench and bar gathered 
fn the hall of the house of representa- 
tives yesterday morning at 11:30 o’clock 
to celebrate the 100th anniversary of the 
accession to the supreme bench of Chief 
Justice John Marshall. 

Most of the members of the Atlanta 
bar, and those present from other points 
in Georgia, gathered in the supreme 
courtroom and at the appointed hour, 
headed by the justices of the supreme 
court, marched to the hall of the house. 
The justices of the supreme court sat 
back of the clerk’s desk, as if on the 
bench. It was, in effect, an extraordinary 
session of the supreme court. 

There were many ladies present on the 
floor of the house, and in the gallery 
sat the members of the four classes of 
the Girls’ High school, who had been 
specially invited to attend the exercises. 
Among those present were Governor Al- 
len D. Candler, Attorney General J. M. 
Terrell, Treasurer R, BH. Park, Hon. Spen- 
cer R. Atkinson, Judge William T. New- 
man, Judge J. H. Lumpkin, Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill and other prominent officials 
and citizens of Atlanta; Washington Des- 
sau, Roland Ellis, Olin Wimberly, John 
R. Cooper, T. S. Ryals, C. A. Turner and 
others, of Macon; Colonel P. W. Meldrim, 
L. B. Adams and W. L. Clay, of Savan- 
nah. 

The following telegram was received 
yesterday morning by Mr. Burton Smith: 

“Chicago, Ill., February 3, 1901.—Burton 
Smith, Atlanta, Ga.: Illinois sends greet- 
ings to Georgia. The American bench 
and bar are united in one common broth- 
erhood on this historic day. 

“ADOLPH MOSES, 
“Chairman Associated Committees of IIli- 
nois.John Marshall Day,’’ 

Chief Justice Simmons, of the supreme 
court, called the gathering to order. At- 
torney General Terrell, in announcing 
the programme, spoke of the. fact that 
the bench and bar were assembled in 
every state in the union on the same 
day to celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of the accession to the supreme court 
bench of the United States of Chief Jus- 
tice John Marshall. The attorney general 
then named the speakers of the day 
in the order in which they were-to re- 
spond. 

Hon. Warner Hill’s Address. 

President Warner Hill, of the Georgia 
Bar Association, paid the first tribute 
to the great jurist whom the day was 
set apart to honor. He spoke of the 
fact that congress could pass laws and 
the executive could enforce them: but it 
was the great tribunal of which Marshall 
was at the head that interpreted those 
laws and told how they should be en- 
forced. By common consent, he said, the 
first and foremost of the distinguished 
men who have occupied that high posi- 
tiop was the man whose memory his 
countrymen bave met foday to celebrate. 

Marshall began his career as a soldier, 
Mr. Hill said, and served with distinction 
under Washington; but by far the great- 
est achievements of his life were upon 
the bench, and many of his decisions 
will stand as imperishable monuments of 
his legal ability, as they are monuments 
of law today. Mr. Hill dealt especially 
with the celebrated decision in the case 
of Marbury against Madison, in which 
constitutional rights of the citizen were 
laid dowm The profession loved Marshall 
for his character quite as much as they 
honored and respected him. He was en- 
dowed by a patience that was unsur- 
passed. His most enduring fame and 
pre-eminence was in expounding the con- 
stitution. What it meant had never been 
declared. Marshall promulgated the rule 
that the plain meaning of the words 
should govern in the interpretation of 
that great instrument. 

‘‘Marshall,’”” he said, “found the con- 
stitution a skeleton and clothed it with 
flesh and blood.’’ 

On questions of constitutional Igw there 
were no precedents to guide him; he had 
to be guided by his own native intel- 
lectual powers. Less than one hundred 
decisions had been rendered when he 
went on the bench, yet he took up the 
work and built a superstructure upon the 
law that will live always and always 


exert authority. 
Judge Marshall was often compared 


with Judges Storey and Tornay. While 
Judge Storey may have been more emi- 
nent in learning, history will accom Judge 
Marshall unquestionable pre-eminence 
among judicial minds. He reached the 
highest pinnacle of judicial greatness. 
One of Marshall's greatest character- 
istics was his simplicity of habit, man- 
ners and form of expression, His sim- 
plicity he carried both into his public 
and private life.

Speech of Burton Smith. 

Mr. Burton Smith, member of the Mar- 
shall day committee for Georgia, of the 
American Bar Association, followed Mr. 
Hill. Marshall, he said, when he went 
upon the bench found a written consti- 
tution to be construed, and upon that con- 
struction depended what was to be a 
nation of great people. 

The first state to feel the force of fed- 
eral decree was Pennsylvania. He spoke 
of ‘Marshall's decision, which declared 
that state legislatures could pass no laws 
to nullify the laws of the United States 
or the decrees of the federal courts. The 
casé was one in which the state courts 
of Pennsylvania, backed by~the governor 
of that state, sought to defeat the en- 
forcement of a federal court’s decree. 
The decree of the supreme court was up- 
held by the force of arms that sprang 
inte being at the magic touch of the fed- 
eral wand. A similar opinion was deliv- 
ered by Marshall in the case of Fletcher 
vs. Peck, a Georgia case in which he 
likewise heli that any act of a state 
legislature repugnant to the federal con- 
stitution was null and void. 

“There was no north, no south, no east, 
no west in Marshall's opinion,”’ the speak- 
er said, The force of them was felt alike 
by “Pennsylvania and Georgia, by Virginia 
and Vermont. . 

Mr. Smith spoke'of the different views 
of Mgrshall sometimes held even by abie 
and tinguished men. He mentioned a 
con ation he had héard between two 
well own members of the bench, prom- 
inent in Georgia. , 

“**Marshall was an enemy of the nation,’ 
one said.” His decisions this jurist 
thought, broke down, rather than built 
up the constitution. : 

*“"Without Marshal,’ said the other, 
‘we would have had neither constitution 
nor nation. By preserving the constitu- 
tion, he made the nation possible!’ "’ 

Mr. Smith concluded with a reference 
to the work of the American Bar Associa- 
tion in arranging for the celebration 
throughout the country, and the gratifi- 
cation that would be felt at the hearty 
manner in which the call had been every- 
where responded to.

The observance of this dav is not alone sig- 
nificant because the name of John Marshal! os 
honored, but it has a wider and more far- 
reaching effect in that we pay tribute to the 
law and to its supremacy, ag the conserving 
and preserving power which defends and pro- 
tects the life, the liberty and the property of 
the citizen. 

One hundred years ago today John Marshall 
was placed at the head of the federal judiciary. 
It was the beginning of that service and la- 
bors which were destined to enrich the history 
of that great tribunal. 

The new republic was then viewed from the 
other side of the Atlantic with derision. It 
Was regarded as an experiment by many Eu- 
ropean powers. With a population of less than 
6,000,000 having limited resources of both 
men and means—just beginning to expand and 
pulsate with new life and energy, confronted 
with grave and weighty questions of govern- 
mental policy and constitutional law—with se- 
rious and grave differences among the great 
men who founded the republic, touching the 
power to be conferred on the federal govern- 
ment, naturally inspired a feeling of skepticism 
among the monarchies of Europe. 

The impartial student of history will, no 
doubt, admit that Jobn Marshall was one of 
the greatest lawyers of modern times. No 
man has so indelibly impressed the stamp of 
his personality, learning and ability on the 
federal judiciary as he. 

Cast in that heroic mold which prepares for 
great fabor and responsibility, he came into 
the full tide of official activity at a time 
which accentuated his greatness and usefulness 
in civic affairs. At this time the constitution 
was new; it was an experiment and many 
perplexing and difficult questions growing out 
of its construction and 
brought before the court for decision. 

Nature made Marshall great. Drilled in 
a school of a somewhat varied experience, as a 
soldier of the revolution, a lawyer, legislator, 
member of congress, envoy to France, secre- 
tary of state, and lastly, chief justice of the 
supreme Court, enabled him to acquire an in- 
timate knowledge of men as wel! as the law. 

He had the faculty of easy application of le- 
gal principles to all cases in which he took 
part in deciding. He was born to be leader 
in the law, to lead the way over heretofore un- 
traversed ground. 

His peculiar knowledge of the practical sys- 
tem, theory and structure of government fa- 
cilitated the use of his great powers to a re- 
markable degree; no man could have taken his 
place. 

It will be wholly inappropriate and unproftt- 
able to attempt to discuss the right or the 
wrong of the views held by Chief Justice Mar- 
shall. That field of controversy was entirely 
covered by the great leaders of both sides 
during his term of office and since. 

As instructive on the subject of differences 
on constitutional questions held between him 
and others, those desiring to pursue the sub- 
ject can read with profit the exhaustive opin- 
ion pronounced by the supreme court of Geor- 
gia speaking through’ Justice Benning in the 
case of Paddieford, Fay & Co. vs. Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Savannah, reported in 
i4 Ga. 438. 

Judge Story said of him: 

“That the constitution of the United States 
owes as much to him as to any single mind 
for the foundation on which it rests and the 
expositions by which it is to be maintained.’’ 

- Statesmen and soldiers are commemorated 
in marble and bronze as a reward for wisdom, 
patriotism and valor, but how few of these 


patient tollers in the judiciary, who have 


application were 
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meted out to the rich and the poor even hand- 
ed justice without favor or affection for either, 
live in sculpture or painting. 

For one, I readily join in any concerted move- 
ment to pay tribute to the greatness of our 
dead judges for their eminent and useful ser- 
vices in the administration of the law. 

Présiding Justice Lumpkin delivered the 
response for the supreme court. It was at 
the request of the chief justice, he said, 
that the duty of responding to the ad- 
dresses devolved upon him, Justice Lump- 
kin spoke of pre-eminence in art and scl- 
ence and in literature, and said it would 
perhaps be difficult to say that any one 
eminent in either line led all the rest, 
yet he felt it might well be said of Mar- 


shall that no American of his day so thor- } 


oughly impressed his influence upon his 
country as did this great chief justice, 
It was eminently proper, he said, that the 
ibench and bar of the country should 
take this occasion for honoring the mem- 
ory of a man so great, for however some 
may have differed with him in his doc- 
trine, none even questioned his high hon- 
or, his ability or his integrity. 

‘‘An appropriate crder for the preserva- 
tion of the record of this day’s proceed- 
ings,’’ said Justice Lumpkin in conclusion, 
“will be entered upon our minutes.” 

This concluded the day’s exercises, and 
the court retired. 


MARSHALL DAY AT ATHENS. 


Professor Sylvariis Morris Made the 
Introductory Speech. 

Athens, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)— 
Marshall day wag appropriately’ cele- 
brated at thg university. The exercises 
were held at half past three o'clock in 
the chapel and were attended by a large 
crowd of people. The students, the 
Daughters of the American Regolution 
and the Lucy Cobb girls ‘were out in full 
force. 

The exercises of the day consisted of 
an jntroductory speech by Professor Syl- 
vanus Morris. an essay on the “Life of 
John Marshali’’ by Howell Cone, of the 
law cless, and an essay on the “History 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States’’ by P. H. Odom, also of the law 
Class. 

After a song, which was lead by the 
Glee Club, Professor Morris, of the law 
class, made the introductory speech. He 
referred to the similar celebrations held 
all over the south in the honor of one of 
her most distinguished sons. He tald of 
the character of Marsha]! and mentioned 
a few facts in his life. Then passing on, 
he dwelt for awhile on the vast benefit 
derived from Marshall's term as chief 
justice, showing the weakness of the 
court when Marshall was made chief jus- 
tice, of his efforts to strengthen its in- 
fluence and of his final success, 

Mr. Odom then read his essay on the 
“History of the Supreme Court of the 
United States,”’ He first traced the growth 
of the supreme court in the United States 
and the idea to separate the judiciary 
from the legislative and executive. 

The essay on John Marshall by Mr. 
Cone described in detail the life of this 
most venerable of all chief justices, his 
trials, his struggles, his defeats and suc- 
cesses. He showed the Buwan in all his 
strength, the judge in his wisdom, the 
patriot in his struggles against an ad- 
verse fate. He reviewed the many de- 
cisions which have immortalized this 
hero’s name and have added such strength 
to the supreme court. And then told at 
last of his death after a life of good 
works <-nd success. 


Greenville Court Adjourns, 


Greenville, S. C., February 4.—(Special.) 
Marshall day was ,.observed here. The 
court adjourned and’'a number of speeches 
paying tribute to the chief justice were 
made by prominent members of the bag.

Marshall's Memory Honored in Savan- 
nah Last Night. 


ATTENDANCE WAS LARGE 


Memorial Exercises Were Under 
Ausp‘ces of Bar Association. 


FALLIGANT INTRODUCES THE ORATOR 


Address Was One of the Most Suc- 
cessful of the Georgian’s 
Work. 


Savannah, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)— 
John Marshall's memory was honored in 
Savannah tonight. The centennial me- 
morial exercises were held in the United 
States courthounse under the auspices 
of the Savannah Bar Association and 
the attendance was so great as to pack 
the room to its utmost capacity, Many 
were turned away because of the inability. 
of the room to accommodate them, 

Judge Emory Speer, of the southern 
district of Georgia, was the orator of 
the occasion, and his effort was pro- 
nounced one of the grandest ever deliv- 
ered in the state. The judge held a ses- 
sion of the United States district court, 
which was convened in the regular order, 
the committee having determined that 
honor could best be done the memory 
of John Marshall by conducting the ex- 
ercises under the dignity of such a ses- 
sion. The exercises were ened by 
prayer, Rev. Bascom Anthony, pastor of 
Trinity church, inyoking the. blessing. 
Judge Robert Falligant, of the superior 
court, introduced Judge Speer, Judge 
Speer said in part: 

Tudge Speer’s Speech. 

After tracing Marshall's earlier 
Judge Speer said: 

It was but natural that John Marshall, who 
took such great part in the formation of our 
government, should soon be called to assist 
in its administration. 

In the Virginia assembly, as envoy to France, 
as a member of congress, as secrétary of state, 
he now served the people of 
his state and of the nation. It was but natural 
that Marshall should have cherished the hign- 
est confidence tn the wisdom and patriotism 
of the president: and he accorded an unwaver- 
ing support to those measures of internal con- 
cern and foreign policy advised by that pure 
and exalted patriot, about which it now seems 
impossible that there could have been a differ- 
ence of opinion among enlightened men. 

Appointed with Charles Cotesworth Pinckney 
and Elbridge Gerry on a special mission to 
France to demand redress and reparation for 
the injuries committed upon our maritime 
interests, it fell to their lot to detect and ex- 
pose the perfidy of Talleyrand, whose very 
name in diplomacy is the synonym of all that 
is brilliant and all that is evil. Talleyrand 
notwithstanding his skill, betrayed his ignor- 
ance of the American character and it was 
clearly proved by the famous X Y Z letters, 
published in this country by Marshall and 
Pinckney, that Talleyrand had repeatedly of- 
fered all that America required, provided the 
envoys would pay $250,000 for his private 
use and at the same time make a loan to the 
directory. We all know the scorn and indig- 
nation with which the proposition was re- 


pelled. 

Returning to America, Marshall was met 
with cordial enthusiasm everywhere. In Phil- 
adelphia a public dinner was given to the great 
Virginian by congress, and it was at this din- 
ner that the sentiment was proposed which re- 
echoed throughout the land and was received 
everywhere with shouts of acclamation: **Mil- 
lions for defense, but not a cent for tribute.’’ 
His Services Were Far-Reaching. 

The services rendered by Marshall in this 
mission to France were far reaching in their 
consequences upon the future of our country. 
While displeasing to Jefferson they doubtless 
contributed to the success of that measure of 
his administration which adds most largely 
to his fame, for°a few years later Jefferson 
was president, and Napoleon was dispatching 
a powerful military force under his brother in

successively 


law to intrench French authority in the Louis- 


jana territory. America détermined to resist. 
The first consul promptly sold to our country 
not only, the city of New Orleans, but the 
mighty isiana purchase west of the Mis- 
sissippi, now comprising many of the imperial 
states of the American union, The effects of 
this mission upon the-fortunes of

were more immediate. In the summer of 1798 
he was tendered the position of associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court, but he declined it. 
It is said that a controlling reason for thts 
declination was the earnest solicitation of 
Washington that Marshall should accept a 
candidacy for congress. 


As Secretary of State. 


Mr. Marshall’s re-election to congress was 
warmly opposed by Mr. Jefferson and his par- 
ty. The contest was a severe one, but Mr. 
Marshall was elected, congress convened and 
one of his first duties was to announce in the 
house the death of the ‘“‘hero, the patriot and 
the sage of America.’’ On the 19th of De- 
cember, 17994 with suppressed voice and deep 
emotion, Mr. Marshall addressed the chair and 
informed the country of the death of Wash- 
ington. 

On the reorganization of Mr, Adams’s cabi- 
net, Mr. Marshall was nominated as secretary 
of war. This he declined, but Mr. - Pickering 
having been removed by the president. from 
the state department, Mr. Marshall accepted 
that position, and while holding this office on 
the 3ist of January, 1801, a little more than 
one month before the expiration of the Adams 
presidential term, and this day 100 years 
ago, in its first session at the new ‘Federal 
City’’ he took the oath of office and his seat 
on the bench of the supreme court of the 
United States. 

He continued, however, at the special request 
of Mr. Adams, as secretary of state, until his 
successor should be appointed. It was while 
thus holding over in the state department that 
the political gossips of the Jefferson party 
have ascribed to Marshall the not very com- 
mendable business of signing federalist nomi- 
nations to high official positions until Levi 
Lincoln, the incoming attorney general of 
the new administration, walked into the sec- 
retary’s office with Mr. Jefferson's watch In 
hand, pointed to the hour of 12 midnight of 
March 3d. By the ecredulous this story has 
been accepted. It seems, however, that there 
is no proof of it, and it is clear beyond ques- 
tion that the incident is abhorrent to the char- 
acter established by Marshall's entire life. 


Greater Tltian Webster. 


It is universally known that as chief jus- 
tice of the supreme court Marshall won his 
greatest fame and made an impress upon the 
fortunes of the nation which will not perish 
from the memory of men as long as the science 
of government survives, 

In the delightful biography of Daniel Web- 
ster by Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, we find 
the following surprising concession of the su- 
periority of Marshall's genius: 

‘‘Mr. Webster does not reach that point cf 
intense clearness and condensation which char- 
acterized Marshall and Hamilton, in whose 
writings we are fascinated by the beauty of the 
intellectual display and are held fast by each 
succeeding line which always comes charged 
with fresh meaning.’’ Again, the same biogra- 
pher says of this idol of New England: ‘‘He 
cannot, therefore, be ranked with the illus- 
trious few among whom we count Mansfield and 
Marshall as the most brilliant examples, wh» 
not only declared what the law was, but who 
made it.’’ 

The bearing of the chief justice itn the actual 
discharge of his judici&l duties was as per- 
fect as the result. Said Horace Binney in his 
eulogy, from which I have already quoted: 

“His carriage was faultless. Whether the 
argument was animated or dull, instructive 
or superficial, the regard of his expressive eye 
was an assurance that nothing that ought to 
affect the cause was lost by inattention or in- 


difference.’”’ 
The Power of the Court. 


The august court, of which he was now the 
chief judge, is purely an American creation. 
Early tn its history it was said by DeTocque- 
ville: ‘‘A more imposing judicial power was 
never constituted by any people. The su- 
preme court is placed at the head of all known 
tribunals both by the nature of its rights and 
the classes of justiciable parties which it con- 
trols.’’ Its majestic final jurisdiction, par- 
ticularly to annul legislation not warranted 
by the constitution, has been as impressive to 
the political philosopher, as beneficent to the 
great republic, This feature of our judicial 
system, exercised not only by the federal, but 
by the state courts with final appeal to the 
supreme court of the United States, was 
startling to the absolutism of the world, Eng- 
land’s highest court of justice may not arrest 
the operation of an act of parliament even 
though it be in violation of Magna Charta. 

We are not, however, to conclude that the 
mind of the great chief justice was abso- 
lutely colorless, Himself a soldier and patriot 
and also distinguished in political life, he 
could not divest his mind of an interest in 
public affairs nor put behind him the opinions 
he had deliberately formed as to the best 
methods of government, As we have seen he 
knew from bitter experienee and observation 
the utter debility of a people without govern- 
ment, and openly declared that a government 
depending for its existence upon the varying 
and fluctuating action of distinct sovereignties 
could not be rescued from ignominy and con- 
tempt but by finding those sovereignties ad- 
ministered by men exempt from the passions 
incident to human nature. 

Did Not Regard State Rights. 

But there is nothing In all his career 
which betrays the slightest disregafd for 
the rights of the states of any interfer- 
ence with the principal essential of state 
existence, local self-government, His might 
have been the famous exclamation of Chief 

Justice Chase: ‘‘The constitution in all 

its provisions looks to an _ indestructible 

union composed of indestructible states,’’ 

In the famous debate in the Virginia con- 

vention he had exclaimed: ‘I hope that no 

gentleman will think that a state will be 
called at the bar of a federal court.”’ 

This was done, however, before he was chief 
justice in the case of Chisholm vs. Georgia, 
but the eleventh amendment to the constitu- 
tion made it thereafter forever impossible. And 
yet ha believed that the constitution had been 
intended to create and did create a national 
government, and so believing he saw & mean- 
ing in the constitution which made the great 
majority of hig decisions accord with national 
principles of construction and policy. 


Montgomery Observes the Day. 
Montgomery, Ala., February 4.—In_ the

AND TS SHAD HED 


Mrs, Nation and Her Hatchet 
Come to Grief 


ARRESTED BY THE POLICE 


Wrecker and Hatchet Brigade At- 
tack Saloon and right Follows. 
Eyes Blackened and Noses 
Made To Bleed Before 
Police Interfere. 


Topeka, Kan., February 4.—Mrs. Car- 
rie Nation, this afternoon, met her first 
defeat in her saloon smashing career. 
Later at the police station she laughingly 
declared tnat it was by no means her 
Waterloo r- she would soon 
at her chosen work. 

With six women, each armed with 
bright new hatchets, she had started out 
to wreck a restaurant in East Sixth 
street, that also dispensed Nquors. Be- 
fore she could wield her hatchet Mrs. 
Nation was disarmed, and a free for all 
struggle between restaurant people and 
her wreckers was begun. The greatest 
excitement prevafled for a time during 
which numerous eyes were 
and many noses made to bleed. Mrs. 
Nation, herself unable to accomplish 
anything, shouted orders tc her follow- 
ers to begin the onslaught. But the 
hatchet brigade had become stampeded 
and not another hand was raised against 
the obnoxious restaurant. Mrs. Nation 
was led away to the station on a charge 
of disturbing the peace and was follow- 
ed by a jeering crowd. 

Mrs. Nation took her determination to 
raid the restaurant very suddenly. A 
group of women had gathered in the 
United Presbyterian church to plan for 
a raid tomorrow morning when Mrs. Na- 


tion decided to go out immediately and 
show how she could “smash a {foint.”’ 


All Armed with Hatchets. 

Surrounded by half a dozen women 
all armed with hatchets. Mrs. Nation led 
the wav down Kansas avenue. 
followed by thousands of people, who 
tramped behind her in the deep snow. 
shouting like a mob. Mrs. Nation had 
no hatchet. She stopped at a store and 
hought one. The procession went on un- 
til the Unique restaurant was reached. 
Then the women headed by Mrs. Nation 
made a rush for the door. Mrs. Nation 
had warned the proprietors that she 
would raid the place if they did not stop 
selling liquors and they were prepared 
for her attack. The hatchet was ferked 
from her hand bv a stout man, and the 
women were forced back. 

A fierce fight followed between 
restatrant men and Mrs. Nation’s de- 
fenders. For a quarter of an hour they 
struggled in the street while the mob 
yelled encouragingly to Mrs. Nation. 

Many personal encounters took place. 
Eyes were blackened and noses made 
to bleed. The police seemed powerless. 
Finally in despair they arrested Mrs. 
Nation and tock her to jall. 

During the fierce struggle that went 
on in the street, while women and boys 
were knocked down and trampled on 
and the crowd was shouting at the top 
of its voice, Mrs. Nation never lost her 
presence of mind. The hatchet was 
jerked from her hands, but that did not 
disturb her. 


Told Them To Throw Hatchets. 

She appeared surprised, but smiled and 
called to the women: 

*‘Ladies, you are armed. If you ean’t 
get to the place, throw your hatchets 
through the windows.”’ 

But the women were too demoralized 
to ~bey her. They had not their presence 
of mind. Mrs. Nation was led away be- 
tween two police officers. She was not 
downcast at her lack of success and 
laughed when people spoke jestingly to 
her. 

At the police station Mrs. Nation was 
formally charged with disturbing the 
peace and her name was entered on the 
docket. The police judge was at the sta- 
tion. Mrs. Nation refused to go to his 
room to see him regarding her offense, 
but insisted that he come to her, which 
he did. Mrs. Nation was informed that 
she would have to report for trial at 
the police court tomorrow morning and 
was then released on her own reccog- 
nizance. She said she would be glad to 
do so, and then proceeded to hold an 
impromptu prayer meeting in the police 
station. She prayed that the work that 
she had begun in Topeka might be 
abundantly prospered. 

Calls Police Cowards. 

While she was praying a drunken man 
was brought in by a policeman. Mrs. 
Nation immediately went to the prisoner 
and informed him that she was his 
friend at all times, even though the po- 
licemen were not. She then delivered a 
scathing address tc the members of the 
police force present. She said they would 
permit the joints to run in open viola- 
tion of law all the while and would then 
arrest men who Were made drunk by the 
liquor sold there. Mrs. Nation taunted 
the police, calling them cowards afraid 
to arrest anybody but women and drunk- 
en men. 

Followed by the crowd Mrs. Nation then 
went to the federal building, where she 
inquired for her mail. She then mount- 
ed the step’ of ine building and made an 
address to the crowd. She_ said she 
would smash all the joints of the city 
and she would stay here long enough to 
accomplish this purpose if it took 
months.

DAMAGE CLAIMS

Two Suits Amounting to $30,000 All 
Told Filed Yesterday. 


ACTION BROUGHT BY WIDOWS 


Mrs. Jennie Harrison Asks for $20,- 
OOO for Her Husband’s Death. 


MRS. GARRISON WANTS SUM OF $10,000 


Both Suits Allege Negligerice on tha 
Part of Railroad’s Employees. 
Charge Lack of Caution. 


Two damage suits were yesterday filed 
against the Central of Georgia Railway 
Company involving a total of $30,000, and 
both were brought by widows whose hus- 
bands were killed by trains on that road. 
One of the suits was filed by Culberson & 
Willingham for Mrs. Janie Harrison and 
the other was filed by Attorney Walter 
P. Andrews, representing Mrs. Josie Gar- 
rison. 

Mrs. Harrison asks that she be award- 
ed $20,000 for the death of her husband, 
W. H. Harrison. It is alleged that he 
was killed by a Central road train on 
February 3, 1899, between the Gate City 
Oil Company’s mills and Wilson's store. 
It is claimed that he was endeavoring 
to cross the tracks at a public crossing 
when he was struck by the train. 

No signal of any kind was given, it is 
alleged. It is also claimed that-Mr. Har- 
rison could have been seen if due cau- 
tion and care had been exercised. 

The suit of Mrs. Garrison is for $10,000. 
Her husband, Joshua Garrison, the peti- 
tion states, was killed at East Point on 
January 28, 1901, at Martin's crossing. 

It is alleged that at this point the 
railroad has parallel tracks and that 
Mr. Garrison had crossed one track and 
was in the act of crossing the other when 
the train struck him, cutting off both 
legs about six inches above the knees 
and crushing and bruising him internally 
and that he died within two hours after- 
wards. 

It is claimed that the train was run- 
ning at a speed of fully twenty-five miles 
per hour, contrary to the ordinances and 
regulations of East Point, and that no 
bell, whistle or other e@igna] was given 
until after Mr. Garrisow was hit. The 
road is charged with negligence.

court tribunal of the United States. I 
refer to Hon. John A. Campbell, who 
was born in Washington (Wilkes coun- 
ty), Georgia, on the Mth of June, 1811. 
He was of honored lineage; his grandsire 
having served as an aid de camp to Gen- 
eral Nathaniel Greene during the pro- 
gtess of revolutionary hostilities. His 
father was Hon. Duncan G. Campbell, a 
distinguished Georgia lawyer, who as one 
of the two commissioners appointed 
by President Monroe in 1824 for the pur- 
pose of treating with the Creek Indians 
for the sale of their jands, will be histor- 
ically remembered. 

He was thoroughly educated, and, after 
his completion of the designated curricu- 
lum at the state university he was duly 
graduated from that institution in 1826. 
Thereupon, having adepted law as his 
chosen profession, he at once became an 
ardent student in that regard, and, as a 
consequence of his untiring application 
he was three years later admitted to the 
bar. The result, as thus achieved, was 
directly referable tc a special act of the 
Georgia legislature. Mr. Campbell, far 
from being a major, having then just 
attained the age of eighteen. 

Coincidently with his reception into 
the legal] fraternity occurred his removal 
to Montgomery, Ala. In that city he 
successfully prosecuted for a considerable 
period the practice of his important call- 
ing; his political popularity being seve- 
ral times recognized through his selec- 
tion as a deputy to the general assembly 
of that commonwealth. At length, after 
a residence cof nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury in his adopted home, Mr. Campbell 
was admiringly entrusted with the lofti- 
est distinction within the popular gift; 
he being proudly elevated to the post of 
associate justice of the supreme court 
of the United States. The date of his 
auspicious appointment as a _ judicial 
functionary was the 22d of March, 1853, 
and from that time on until the begin- 
ning of 1861, he continued to be regard- 
ed as a sturdy and efficicious ornament 
ot this venerable tribunal. 

Alluding to the confederate revolution, 
Judge Campbell expended his every ener. 


1861, he resigned his seat on the supreme 
court bench at Washington, and returned 
to his home. , 

Soon after our subject's arrival in 
Montgomery, Aia., the provisional con- 
gress of the nascent confederacy was 
duly convoked, and the energizing hap- 
penings of that enthusiastic period com- 
mended themselves fully to his uncom- 
promising sympathies. Then came the 
historic inauguration of Mr. Davis on 
the 18th of February, 1861, as Dixie's 
cherished president; his triumphant in- 
stallation as such being speedily fol- 
lowed by the announcement of his cabi- 
net appointments. Noteworthy among 
the functionaries, as thereupon placed in 
governmental control, was Mr. Justice 
Campbell; the responsible office whereto 
he was now appreciatively assigned be- 
ing that of the assistant confederate sec- 
retary of war. In this capacity he con- 
tinued to labor with all his patriotic fer- 
vor unti] the final and most distressing 
conclusion of hostilities. A few months 
prior to their disheartening termination, 
or early in January 1865, our subject had 
‘the honor of being identified with the 
memorable Hampton Roads peace con- 
ference. On that distinctive, but unprof- 
itable occasion, Vice President Alex H. 
Stephens, and Hon. R. M. T. Hunter, a 
former confederate secretary of state, 
were his sturdy southern coadjutors; 
while President Lincoln and Mr. Seward, 
the premier of the federal cabinet, were 
the northern representativs. 

After the fall of Richmond and the sur- 
render of the confederate armies in the 
spring of 1865, Mr. Justice Campbell] was 
forthwith arrested; he being for some 
time imprisoned at Fort Pulaski, near 
Savannah, Ga. Upon his final liberation 
on _.parole trom his unjust confinement, 
he removed to New vcrleans, and, resum- 
ing his professional labors for a decade 
or more, as we understand, he was in- 
cluded among the Crescent Citys most 
distinguished inhabitants. Subsequently, 
he transferred his residence to Balti- 
more, Md., and there his declining years 
were peaceiully spent. And when in 1889 
the final summons came to this ifllustri- 
ous jurist, a notable public career was

The Pending Subsidy Bill. 

The question of subsidizing steam- 
ships in order to promote. American 
bottoms, is one that has its honest ad- 
vocates, as well as its zealous oppo- 
nents. There are those who think that 
by direct subsidy American shipping 
would be greatly increased, and others 
who think that a liberal use of mail 
contracts, as in case of the fast mal! 
trains, would produce the same results. 
In either case the purpose to be accom- 
plished is worthy, and the only ques- 
tion is as to whether the means sug- 
Zested are proper. 

It is unfortunate for those who in 
good faith entertain these views that 
the. pending bill should be one so at 
variance with the general purpose pro- 
claimed—the equitable promotion of 
American shipping, under such terms 
that every port in the country, on 
either seaboard, could become active 
competitors in the work of develop- 
ment. So pronounced is the shortcom- 
ing of the bill under discussion that 
the Brunswick convention, composed 
entirely of friends of the principle, 
did not indorse it, but confined their 
action to a blanket abproval of aiding 
American shipping. Speaking, there- | 
fore, from the standpoint of those who 
favor subsidies, would not the passage 
of the present bill be disastrous to the 
work aimed at? 

Two speeches have recently been de- 
livered in the senate, in which the ef- 
fect of the bill proposed has been fully 
exposed. Senator Vest’s speech showed 
plainly that the limitations of the bill. 
were such that all competitive effort 
from the ports outside New York and 
San Francisco would be shut out. Sen- 
ator Turner, taking up the figures, 
showed that the bill would pay the 
wages and expense account, going and 
coming, of steamship lines already do- 
ing a dividend business, to the further 
repression of the very shipping which 
it was aimed to build up. It has been 
calculated that the rate allowed ves- 
sels under twelve-knots speed would 
furnish $3,400 for the round trip on 
the Atlantic, and the amount allowed 
to the swift passenger ships more than 
doubles this. The subsidy allowance 
proposed is to ships:

London Daily Mail: The days of treas- 
ure hunting are not yet over. On October 
7, 1799, H.M.8. Lutine, thirty-two guns, 
went down off the Dutch coast with all 
hands but two, and nobody knows how 
much treasure on board. She is still 
there uncer the saad, and the bulk of her 
treasure, they say, is with her. 

For a hrndred years mén have been 
digging at her, and they are digging. still. 
When the calm weather comes again a 
brand-new vyndicate will stake frewh 
thousands in the hope of getting them 
back ten or @ hundredfold. The buik of 
the treasure was destined to relicve a 
commercial plnch at Hamburg. There is 
evidence to show that Lloyd’s and a Ham- 
burg house together issued insurances of 
more than £1,000,000 sterling. Little more 
than £100,900 is known to have been re- 
covered. The amount was made up 
eighty-five bars of gold, ninety-seven bars 
of silver, and much coin. Enthusiasts 
have visions of 245 more bars of gold and 
seventy-nine bars of silver.

Some idea of the architectural progress 
which the city of Atlanta made in the 
past year may be gained from the state- 
ment that the buildings erected in that 
period break all records, financiaily Speak- 
ing, since the incorporation of the city. 
The exact amount of money spent in this 
direction was $1,983,144, an excess of 5&3 
per cent over the sums spent on building 
in 1899. 

The importance of this statement may 
be realized when taken in conjunction 
with tife fact that building included every 
known field covered by the architect, 
Churches, factories, dwelling and office 
buildings were erected, and large amounts 
spent on each specified departure. The 
previous year had witnessed the comple- 
tion of several office buildings, very cost- 
ly, and giving the impression of heavy 
investment. On the contrary, the work 
of the architect in 1900 showed a wider di- 
versity of range. People, small investors, 
who had been holding back, on account of 
the apparent uncertainty of financial con- 
ditions, speedily made their plans, and for 
the entire twelve months no contractor or 
architect who had the smallest store of 
energy had any excuse for being idle. 

Probably one of the most important 
bulldings begun and completed within the 
year was the power house of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company. The build- 
ing, which is a model of its character, 
cost $100,000. Then there is the Carnegie 
library, which may properly be classed 
with the work of last year, in as much as 
it was begun two months or more ago. 
The structure, when completed, is to cost 
$125,000. It is the gift of Andrew Carnegie, 
the steel baron, to the city of Atlanta, 
the only condition of the gift being that 
the municipality shall maintain the build- 
ing after it is erected. The structure oc- 
cupies and Important position, located in 
a section which,is destined to be the bus- 
iness heart of the city. Just at present, 
it is within view of the Grand opera 
house, the largest in the south; the pala- 
tial Aragon hotel and the First Methodist 
and Episcopal churches, 

Another structure which comes under 
this heading is the Empire office building, 
fo cost $600,000, and erected by Boston 
capital. The building was started in Oc- 
tober, but delay in the delivery of the 
iron work afa the substantial description 
of the foundations, has resulted in com- 
paratively little heaaway. The site is 
probably the most conspicuous in the city. 
It is the corner of Broad and Marietta 
streets, where all the street lines con- 
verge, and which pedestrians must pass 
every day going to and from work in the 
sky-scraping office building in the 
near vicinity. In this respect, Atlanta is 
patterning after the larger eastern citles 
and locating her office buildings within 
convenient reach of each other. Across 
the street from the Empire, in one direc- 
tion is the mammoth Prudential building; 
within two blocks’ walk is the English- 
American, an eleven-story, wedge-shaped 
structure; diagonally opposite is the Grant 
building; around the corner js the Aus- 
tell building, with its 800 or more offices; 
within less than five minutes’ walk is the 
Equitable, the oldest modern office bufllé- 
ing in Atlanta, and in close proximity to 
all of these hives of human industry ts the 
postoffice and numerous banks. 

This building, as well as the Carnegie 
library, is to be very imposing in appear- 
ance and equipped after the most modern 
fashion. It is to be thirteen stories in 
height, steel-cage skeleton models being 
followed in its construction. Other im- 
portant buildings can be mentioned as 
showing the Wide range of architectural 
improvement. There is the Block candy 
factory building; its cost was $52,000. It 
is a three-story structure of substantial 
design and was built to replace a build- 
ing of greater height, which, however, oc- 
cupied less ground space. Thén there is 
the improvement and remodeling of the 
Kimball house, Atlanta's leading hotel, 
which cost $45,000. The entire interior ar- 
rangement of the building was altered, in 
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addition to superficial changes, such as 
wainscoting and wall papering. 

Ranking near the top in importance 
were the improvements made at Spelman 
seminary, a negro institution supported 
by northern capital. At different times in 
the year sums were spent on dormitories, 
@ dining hall, dwelling houses and school 
rooms, aggregating $83,000. <All of these 
buildings are most solidly constructed, 
and the plans used are those largely in 
vogue in northern and eastern educationa] 
centers. Additions and improvements 
were made to the lton county court- 
house, located here, exceeding in cost 
$22,000. A noteworthy feature of this, and 
all other buildings erected here in the 
last few months, is the employment of 
home-made material. The bulk of the 
iron and steel work, of course, came from 
Outside of the state, but the stone, terra- 
cotta, pressed brick and lumber, with in- 
significant exceptions, were supplied by 
manufacturers residing in Georgia. As 
showing the general nature of improve- 
ment, the instance of the Atlanta Brew- 
ing Company js given. This concern 
spent $10,000 on a handsome brick addi- 
tion to its plant, following its customary 
habit of expansion. ; 

New churches were also erected in At- 
lanta during the past year. The people 
of this city seem to believe that if the 
congtregation won't come to the church, 
the church must go to the congregation. 
In following out this bellef, the city has 
been much beautified by the erection of 


small, but ornate structures, in its most | 


picturesque portions, : 
One of the prettiest of these 
houses of worship is the North Avenue 


Presbyterian, on the corner of North av- | 
enue and Peachtree street, costing $20,000. | 


It is built of Georgia granite and é¢ar- 
rounded by some of the handsomest and 
most beautiful homes in Atlanta, is an 
architectural gem of the first water. 
Then there is the West End Christian 
church costing $8,000, the Capitol Avenue 
Baptist costing 36,000 and the Unitarian, 
$4,500, all located In the residence sections 
of the city and lending their environment 
a rare beauty. The oldest and most sub- 
stantial edifices are in the center of the 
town, but these smaller ones are wel! 
frequented. 

In addition to the buildings noted in 
the foregoing, there are a vast number 
of stores, factories and dweiling houses 
costing anywhere from $800 to $25,000. 
These are confined to no special section 
of the city, but are about equally scat- 
tered in the corporate limits and the 
suburbs. They are, mostly, in good 
taste architecturally speaking, and the 
sums of money spent on their construc- 
tion, and the careful supervision of the 
city’s building inspector, assures their 
substantial and enduring nature. 

An article of this nature would be 
incomplete if it did not make mention 
of two most important enterprises now 
projected and under way here. One is 
the viaduct, planned to cross the rail- 
roads entering Atlanta in the direct 
focus of the businese center, where 
Peachtree ends and Whitehall street be- 
gins; the other is the new federal prison, 
now in course of construction on the 
outskirts of Atlanta, for which over half 
a million dollars have already been ap- 
propriated by congress and for which 
nearly as large a stim will be asked of the 
present sersion. The viaduct proper is 
to cost but $54,000, the larger portion of 
that sum being collected out of the street 
car corporations. But the most impor- 
tant feature of the affair is that the 
building df the viaduct will necessitate 
the remodeling and reconstruction of as 
many as twenty or twenty-five different 
buildings, now occupied by the leading 
furnishing and clothing houses of the 
city, edtuated along the proposed viaduct. 
It is estimated that these changes will 
seyret at least one million dollars, 
and the sum may even go higher. It will 
thus be seen that with this and other im- 
portant developments in sight, Atlanta 
will be the mecca for those connected 
with the buliding trades and professions 
for the next twelve months

The paper setting forth the grant was in- 
troduced by Councilman Malvern Hill, of 
the seventh ward, and had never been 
referred to the committee on electric and 
other railways. 
. Jt was passed as“A substitute to the re- 
|port and franchise proposed by the street 
railway committee of council, and gives 
the Rapid Transit company the right to 
run a line from Peachtree street, connect- 
ing with its Ivy street, line, to Jackson 
street, the provision being mado that in 
the event Forrest avenue is extended to 
the Boulevard, the Rapid Transit com- 
peny shall have the right to continue its 
tracks to that thoroughfare. 

A feature of the grant is the fact that 
it will not expire until the franchises 
.granted in 1899 to the same company ex-. 
pire. This means a franchise for nearly 
fifty years. Councilman Hill stated when 
introducing the ordinance that it had 
been handed him by citizens of the fourth 
ward, who wanted the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit cofmpany to have a line on For- 
rest avenue. He declared the franchiss 
made the company come under al] the 
ordinances that had been or would ever be 
adopted. 

The franchise was one submitted as a 
substitute for an interesting grant pre- 
pared by the committee, which provided 
that the Atlanta Railway andi Power 
company and the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
company should each bid for a franchise 
on Forrest avenue, It likewise provided 
Chat the company getting the right to 
build on that thoroughfare should bind it- 
self to give a ten-minute schedule or have 
the grant taken from it. 

When the franchise was granted there 
was ro aye and nay vote taken. It was 
announeed that nine had vuted for the 
franchise and four against it. There 
were present all of the fourteen counci!- 
men, The franchise {s now up to the 
aldermanic board for concurrence. The 
toard meets next Thursday afternoon. If 
the aldermanic board concurs in the ac- 
tion of council, the franchise will go to 


the mayor for his approval or veto. 
Commiittee’s Proposition. 
‘The committee on electric and other 
railroads submitted a proposition as fol- 
lows: . 


Resolved, by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, That the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company and the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company and others be invited to sub- 
mit to the mayor before the next meeting of 
the general council on February 18, 1901, 
sealed proposals stating what percentage from 
the gross receipts arising from the operation 
of the proposed line on Forrest avenue under 
said ordinance they are willing to pay the city 
for the franchise as granted by sald ordi- 
nance.

6. Said Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, its successors or assigns, shall also 
within thirty days from the approval of this grant file a bond with surety or 
sureties to be approved by the mayor in the sum of $1,500, conditioned that the 
sum named in said bond shall be forfeited to the city of Atlanta in the case of 
the failure of said Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, its successors or assigns, to 
begin work on said line within sixty days from the approval of this grant and to 
complete and begin to operate the same within twelve months from the date of 
such approval, except the time lost on account of legal delays shall not be count- 
ed against said company, its successors or assigns. . 

7. This grant is also made subject to the same conditions as are contained in 
the grant made to eaid company approved August 23, 1899, and the grant made 
to said company by the mayor and the general council approved by the mayor 
January 7, 1901, and also subject to all laws and ordinances now in force and 
which may hereafter be enacted and ordained regulatine the building and oper- 
ating of electric street railways or the crossing of bridges in said city, and es- 
pecially with reference to speed, etc., on bridges and elsewhere in said city. 
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to require the company to remové the 
tracks and equipment. 


How the Matter Came Up. 


Councilman Garrett, during the session, 
wanted to know if the committee on 
electric and other railways had any re- 
port to make on the application of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company for a 
franchise on Forrest avenue. Councilman 
Reed, chairman of that committee, re- 
plied that he had and then handed’Clerk 
Campbell the report and also the fran- 
chise the committee recommended be 
adopted. 

After both had been read Colonel Reed 
asked for the privilege of being heard 
on-the report. He then explained several 

the more important conditions. Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson asked if there was a 
provision to put the successful company 
under the general ordinance. Colonel 
Reed stated he thought there was. Dis- 
cussion by several councilmen followed. 

Councilman Hill then introduced his 
substitute. In explaining his resolution 
he said the report of the committee was 
nonsensical and useless; that under its 
provisions no one could bid but the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company and 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company, 
while he wanted to make provision for 
other companies thatf/might want to come 
in. He stated he had been handed the 
resolution he introduced by citizens of 
Forrest avenue and asked to put it in 
if the conditions of the franchise pro- 
‘posed by the committee did not meet his 
views. 

He said the other franchise had not 
met his views and that he had found 
the resolution he had proposed was al- 
most identical with those granted last 
year. He said he was for competition, 
but thought a company should have time 
in which to make something out of its 
franchise. He opposed giving a grant 
for only twenty-one years. “The power 
company,” he said, “could outbid the 
other company in a contest for forrest 
avenue and that would simply mean mo- 
nopoly for the Atlanta Railway and Pow- 
er Company. Citizens who live in that 
section of the city have told me they did 
pot want that company.” 

He then asked to have the paper put 
on its secend reading, which was done. 
Councilman Kontz then stated he had 
expected that the committee would recom- 
mend that the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company be given this franchise on 
Forrest avenue, but thought that copies 
of the new franchise that was proposed 
should be printed and distributed as was 
to be done in the case of the electric 
lighting company. Councilman Minhin- 
nett said there should be no delay, as the 
people in the fourth ward wanted the 
Rapid Transit company on Forrest ave- 
nue. 

Councilman Kontz insisted that council 
had not had time in which to consider 
fully all the provisions of the proposed 
franchise. On his motion to postpone 
four voted to defer action and fourteen 
for immediate consideration. A vote to 
adopt was then taken, with the result 
that four voted against the franchise 
and nine for it, one of the councilmen not 
taking part in the voting. 


AGED MULE GETS RETIRED. 


Dennis Dunwood, an Old Drayman, 
Is Arrested About an Old Mule. 
Mule’s History. 

In the police court yesterday morning, 
Dennis Dunwood, an elderly negro, was 
fined $1.75 for driving a mule that was too 
old to be in harness. 

The case, from the mule’s standpoint, 
was a very remarkable one. 

Dennis Dunwo0od, one of the oldest dray- 
men in the city, bought a mule eightéen 
years ago, and the mule was at that 
time nine years old.

Oalled in Annual Session at Macon 
on February 15th. 


ASSISTANT WILL BE CHOSEN 


Fruit and Truck Growers Are In- 
vited To Come and Offer 
Suggestions.

Commissioner of Agriculture OO. B. 
Stevens, chairman of the state board of 
entomology, has called the board together 
in anntal meeting in Macon on February 
16th, at which time considerable important 
business will be transacted. 

The board will hear and discuss th? 
aunual report of State Entomologist W. 
M. Scott, will elect an assistant to the 
state entomologist, revise the rules and 
regulations governing the department and 
plan work for the current year. The oth- 
er members of the board are President J. 
Pope Brown, of the stafe agricultural so- 
ciety; President P. J. Berckmans, of the 
state horticultura] society, and State En- 
tomologist Scott, who is secretary. 

Commissioner Stevens extends a cordial 
invitation ty all fruit and truck growers 
of Georgia to meet the board in Macon 
cn the date named. He is anxious for 
them to present their views on the work 
of the department, make any suggestiors 
as to lines of work that might be follow- 
ed to advantage, and to put in claims for 
the attention of the department wherever 
it is needed. The department is beginning 
to emerge from its infancy, and is becom- 
ing a most important factor in those in- 
dustries in Georgia with which it has to 
deal. 

The last legislature gave the department 
of entomology an additiona) $2,500 a year, 
making a total annval appropriation of 
$5.000, This will enable the board to se- 
cure the services of an assistant entomol- 
ogist and to defray’ certain necessary 
office expenses, the funds for which have 
rot heretofcre been available. 

State Entomologist Scott has just is- 
sued an imyortant aircular dealing with 
the San Jose scale and describing the 
methods of treatment of infect2d trees. 
The circular will be mailed to all who 
write for it.

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DEMAND FOR AMBULANCE 
WILL SOON BE SUPPLIED 


Dr. Brewster dtates that there will soon 
be another ambulance provided for the 
Grady hospital. 

The scene Sunday night, which was 
mentioned in yesterday’s Constitution, in 
which a young man was hauled through 
the streets dying in a patrol wagon has 
caused the matter to be taken hold of at 
once, agd the new ambulance will doubt- 
less be ready for use within thirty days. 

Time and again The Constitution has toid 
of cases in which the police patrol had 
to be used, either because the ambulance 
was being repeired or was already in 
use, 

The police have always been ready and 
willing to do what they could in an 
emergency, but a patrol wagon is not 
made to give gentle rides to suffering hu- 
manity. To haul a aying man in one of 
the wagons, when he is already suffering 
from crushed and bleeding limbs, is noth- 
ing less than physical torture. 

Sunday night Ed Watson, who was 
crushed by a train at the Moore street 
crossing, was taken to the hospital in 
a patrol wagon and the poor fellow could 
be heard groaning in agony as he was 
jolted over the rough pavement. The 
ambulance was out on @ sick call and 
as the man had to be removed at once, 
the patrol wagon had to be used. And 
that was not the first time such a 
thing had been done, 

When requisition was made for another 
ambulance last year it was said that the 
city could not bear the extra expense 
of a new vehicle and two horses and the 
wages of an extra driver. 

If the hospital department does not wish 


to stand such an expense, the police say, 
let the new ambulance be kept at the 
police barracks, where it can be used 
with police horses and drivén by an offi- 
cer. The extra calls would not be fre- 
quent, but when thiéy do come, fhe Gemané 
is imperative and urgent. As the police 
have had io furnish horses and drivers 
with the patrol wagons they cou™ just 
as easily furnish horses and driver with 
the extra ambulance, 

The matter was much discussed yester- 
day when the report of the accident to 
young Watson was read in The Consti- 
tution. 

Last night Dr. Brewster stated to a re- 
porter of The Constitution that the am- 
bulance would be forthcoming in a few 
days. 

‘We have made provision for another 
ambulance,’ said Dr. Brewster. “We 
have three horses and we can have one 
ambulance with one horsé.”’ 

“Suppose one of the horses should get 
disabled,’’ he wag asked. 

“Oh, for that matter they might get 
disabled now,’’ was the reply. “I think 
we can make out with three horses. As 
for an ambulance being kept at fhe police 
barracks, that is another matter. How 
would the police get a doctor?’ 

“In the same way,” he was told, “‘that 
they get a doctor now when they use the 
patrol wagon for an ambulance.” 

Whether an ambulance fs kept at the 
police barracks or not, it now looks as 
if the extra vehicle is to be provided and 
the necessity of hauling dying men in 
patrol wagohs will probably be done away 
with,

HE MADE THEM LAUGH AT WU. 


Missionary Martin on the Minister’s 
Praise of Confucius. 

New York, February 4.—A number of 
missionaries who have made the Chinese 
empire their field were tendered a recep- 
tion at the Hotel Savoy tonight by tha 
Presbyterian Union of New York. 

An address of welcome was made by 
William Estiger, president of the union, 
after which the Rev. W. A. Martin, D.D., 
LL.D., president of the Imperial univer- 
sity, of Pekin, made a lengthy address, 
in which he reviewed the causes extend- 
ing back to ancient times which led to 
the recent disturbances. He announced 
himself a supporter of the emperor of 
the Chinese and a lover of his people, 
but said that the emperor and his advis- 
ors had fallen under the malign influ- 
ence of the dowager empress, whom he 
characterized as the ‘‘most conspicuous 
example of misguided gatriotism of all 
ages.”’ 

Mr. Martin related the story of the 
siege of Pekin and told of the terrific 
straits to which the defenders of the 
British legation were reduced. 

Dr. Martin paid a tribute to Minister 
Conger, saying that his rreat. experience 
with the Tartar government pre-emi- 
nently fitted him for the negotiations 
with which he is now trusted. 

While the Christians, both foreigners 
and natives, were beleaguered the Chi- 
nese made many overtures, Mr. Martin 
said, but they were refused because the 
natives were not trusted. “That is a 


the Chinese minister goes about talking 
of in connection wth teaching of 
Confucius,’’ said Dr. Martin, a reference 
to which aroused much applause and 
laughter. The lessons which, he said, 
were to be drawn from the entire 
trouble were two—the value of Christian 
unity and the great opportunities that 
now confront the Christian world. The 
native Christians must be placed on an 
equal footing with the highest caste fn 
China, he said, and Pagan domination 
must be banished from every corner of 
the empire.

The-Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph says: 

“In the action between General Knox 
and General \Dewet near Senekal the 
Kaffrarian rifles sustained about a hundrea 
casualties. More mounted troops are still 
needed. 

“Three Boer invading columns, of which 
Hertzog’s was for a time the advance 
guard, are now moving toward the Or- 
ange river. It is believed that Piet Botha’s 
force of 2,000 men, with seven guns, from 
Smithfield, has crossed into the Colony. 

“British concentration is proceeding. 
Outlying garrisqns are being withdrawn 
for the purpose of securing the main 
lines. General Dewet is expected to en- 
ter Cape Colony.’”’ 

Lord Kitchener, commander in chief in 
South Africa, reports to the war office as 
follows: 

“Pretoria, Febuary 3.—Our casualties 
at Moddersfontein were two officers kill- 
el and two wounded. It’ appears that the 
post was rushed on a pitch dark night 
during a heavy rain, the enemy numbering 
1,400 with two guns. 

“Campbell, south of Middleburg, en- 
gaged 800 burghers, and they were driven 
back with losSes. Our casualties were 
twenty killed and wounded.

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CHINESE BLOOD IS COMMON. 


A Legal Opinion Has Caused Con- 
sternation in Honolulu. 
Honolulu, January 24.—(Correspon- 
dence The Associated Press.)—The regis- 
tration of the Chinese in the Hawaiian 
islands for the purpose of issuing to 
them certificates of residence on Ameri- 
can soil will begin on February 1. Dis- 
trict Attorney Baird has expressed the 
opinion that certificates should be se- 
cured as a matter of safety by all per- 
sons who have any Chinese blood in 
them. This opinion has startled many 
people here as Honolulu has many citi- 
zens of high social and financial standing 
who are thus by inference stated to have 
only doubtful rights to enter the United 

States. 

The report of the first grand jury on the 
island of Hawaif at Hilo has just been 
presented. It deals very largely with 
the conditions of immorality said tc be 
existing in the town and calls for vigo- 
rous reform.

WILE DIVIDE CITY | 
INTO NEW DISTRICTS 


Council Appoints a Committee 
To Investigate the 
Matter 


REPORT WILL SE MADE 
AS SOON AS POSSIBLE 


Committee May Recommend That 
the Present Limits of the City 
Be Extended to Take in 
Several Thriving 
Communities. 


It is now practically settled that Atlan- 
ta will be redistricted with a view to 
having the size-of the wards determined 
by their proportionate population. 

In accordance with the resolution of- 
fered several wecks ago by Councilman 
Charles Barrett, of the first ward, Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson yesterday afternoon, 
during the meeting of council, appointed 
a committee of ninefeen to take the mat- 
ter under consideration. 

When the resolution came up several 
days ago in the meeting of the ordinance 
committee, to which it had been re- 
ferred, an amendment was proposed and 
adopted providing that this committee of 
nineteen should be instructed to consider 
carefully and report upon the <edvisabil- 
ity of extending the city limits. 

This amendment was proposed by Alder- 
man Johnson. The favorable report of the 
ordinance committee was yesterday 
adopted by council and the mayor pro 
tem. at once named the members of the 
committee. 

The following named gentlemen compose 
that committee: 

Councilman Barrett, chairman; Mayor 
Mims, City Engineer Clayton, Alderman 
Pierce, representing the north side; Al- 
derman Day, representing the south side; 
Councilman Rawson, representing the sec- 
ond ward; Councilman Minhinnett, rep- 
resenting the third ward; Councilman 
Garrett, representing the fourth ward; 
Ccuncilman Glass, representing the fifth 
vard; Councilman Kontz, representing the 
sixth ward, and Councilman Longino, rep- 
resenting the seventh ward. 

Citizens representing the north side— 
Fulton Colville, John 8S. Parks, H. M. At- 
kinson and Joel Hurt. 

Citizens representing the south side— 
Marion M. Jackson, J. S. Holland, Mor- 
ris Hirsch and Forrest Adair. 

This committee is expected to take the 
matter” up once, make a thorough in- 
vestigation into the possibilities of the 
idea of redistricting the city; and report 
back to council] at an early date. 

The following is Councilman Barrett's 
resolution in full: 

Whereas, the city of Atlanta, as 
shown by the census taken recently, 
has very largely grown in population 
and the density of the population 
within the original boundaries of said 
city has very much increased; and 

Whereas, several sections of adja- 
cent territory have been added from 
time to time to the limits of said city; 
end 

Whereas, the division of the city into 
wards is not properly adjusted to the 
density of the population of the terri- 
tory of said city; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That a 
committee of nineteen be appointed by 
the mayor pro tem., consisting of the 
mayor and one councilman frem each 
of the seven tards and two aldermen, 
cne from the northern side and one 
from the southern side of said city, 
and eight citizens at large, who shall 
be selected in like manner, together 
with the city engineer, who shall be 
authorized to take into consideration 
the above facts and report back to 
council some plan for redistricting 
the city and providing for the repre- 
sentation thereof In order that proper 
charter amendments may be secured 
to carry into effect the recommenda- 
tions thus made. 

Resolved, That the committee named 
be further instructed to consider care- 
fully and report upon the advisability 
of extending the city limits with all 
facts relating thereto.

Justice Dickey in the special term of 
the supreme court, Brooklyn, was called 
upon to decide Friday whether or not a 
man once convicted of arson should be 
allowed to remain in occupancy of a 
building despite the protests of the own- 
er. The motion was to restrain Jennie 
Gordon, whose husband, Louis, was found 
guilty of arson in the third degree on 
bebruary 6, 1896, and served a term in 
state prison, from using or occupying 
the fifth floor of the building at 8% Wal- 
ker street, borough of Manhattan. Pat- 
rick Murphy, the man on whose behalf 
the motion was made, is the owner of 
the building, and he asserts that he is 
threatened with irreparable damage to 
his interests because insurance compa- 
nies refuse to carry lines on or in a 
building occupied by Gordon. Some of 
the insurance has already been canceled 
and the cancellation of the rest is threat- 
ened. To make matters worse, certain 
of the plaintiff's tenants have filed their 
objection to Gordon's living there, and 
one tenant refuses to renew his lease. 
The fifth floor was leased to Mrs. Gor- 
don on January 10 last and her husband 
is carrying on the manufacture of white 
shirts there in her name. 

Ccunsel for the deféndant held that al- 
though Gordon had been convicted he 
was entitled to make an honest living, 
and the fact of his imprisonment should 
have no bearing on the case. Justice 
Dickey reserved his decision. 


BOARD IN QUANDARY 


OVER APPROPRIATIONS 


HE finance committee of the board 
T of education js in a quandary as to 

the most judicious means of ex- 
pending the $15,000 appropriation made by 
the city council to increase the schoo} 
facilities. 

The amount, they say, is entirely inad- 
equate, as present indications point to an 
overflow numbering nearly five hundred 
children who will not be able to enter 
school in September. 

It is understood that the proposed plan 
of co-education which was introduced 
with the idea of relieving the pressure in 
the high schools is acceptable neither to 
the high school teachers nor the parents 
of the children. 

It is argued that the schooj buildings 
are not arranged for such a system, that 
the mixing of boys and girls in the same 
room would be detcimentai to the highest 
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progress of the classwork, and some ara 
opposed to the change on general princi- 
ples and say they wouid not have the 
System inaugurated under any circum- 
stances. 

The finance committee is trying to in- 
crease the rtresent grammar schooij facil- 
itics so far as possible with the méans in 
hand, and srent several days in visiting 
and examining conditions in Ivy, Walxer, 
Formwalt and the other schovis ir tho 
southern vart of the city with the idea 
cf ciscovering whether it would be more 
advisable to erect a new school building 
or to use the money in enlarging those 
already built. 

It is probable that a conference will 
soon be held with the superintendent, as- 
sistant superintendent and the principais 
of the various grammar schools to ascer- 
tain where the strain is greatest and en- 
eeavor to relieve it.

WILL ENFORCE 
~~ CRUELTY LAW 


Police Will Keep Maimed Horses 


Of the Streets, 


MANY CASES ARE REPORTED 


Broken Down Stock Cannot Be 
Worked in Atlanta — Mayor 
Mims Starts the Crusade. 
Chief of Police Issues 
an Order. 


The police have inaugurated a crusade 
against persons who have been driving 
maimed and decrepit horses and mules, 
and the result so far has been that twen- 
ty-five old and worthless horses have 
been turned over to veterinary surgeons 
either to be killed or treated. 

Only a few arrests have been made and 
those only in extreme:cases, It has been 
deemed best to give the persons using 
horses and mules too old and decrepit to 
stand work a chance to get rid of*the 
stock before cases were made against 
them, 

A few days ago Mayor Mims called the 
attention of the chief of police to the 
facf that the city ordinance prohibiting 
cruelty to animals was being violated and 
asked that the members of the poiice de- 
partment be instructed to enforce the 
law. : 

The result of this was that Acting 
Chief of Police Jennings gave verbal or- 
ders to the captains to notify all the pa- 
trolmen to keep a close watch for old 
and maimed stock and to report the cases 
at once to Dr. Carnes. In two or three 
days. twenty-five such cases were re- 
ported. 

Some of the horses and mules found 
attached to drays and cabs were so old 
that they could scarcely stand up, and 
others were lame or otherwise unfit to be 
worked. 

The city ordinance which the police are 
now rightly enforcing is as follows: 

What the City Law Is. 

“Section 1960. Any person or persons in 
this city who shall overload or -cruelly 
treat, maim, bruise, deprive of necessary 
sustenance, ill use or in any manner 
whatsoever torture or abuse any animal 
or animals shall, upon conviction therof, 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $0” 
and costs for each and every offense 
against this section or imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days, in the discretion 
of the recorder’s court.’’ 

This section of the city code has been 
construed to mean that old animals 
which are too weak from age to work 
shall be de@med mistreated and abused 
if they are de to work at all. 

Most of the cases so far reported have 
been against persons owning and work- 
ing old horses and mules. One of the 
mules so reported was twenty-seven vears 
of age and very weak. : 

All the officers on the three watches 
hre keeping a close lookout for old and 
maimed stock, and after a sufficient no- 
tice has been given that the ordinance 
against cruelty to animals is to be rigid- 
ly enforced, arrests will follow and per- 
sons violating the law will be fined by 
the recorder. 

Following along this same line, the chief 
of police began vesterday morning a re- 
inspection of all the cabs and cab horses 
in the city and old vehicles and old and 
worthless horses will not be ‘permitted 
on the streets,

.| PASSENGER AND 
FREIGHT COLLIDE 


Two Trains on Western and Atlantic 
Come Together at Bartow. 


FOUR MEN ARE _ INJURED 


Engineers and Firemen Hurt in 
Jumping from Engines. 


ACCIDENT OCCURRED AT A SIDIN 


Engines Badly Demolished — Two 
Victims of Saturday WNight’s 
Wreck Were on Train. 


Passenger train No. 91 on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, due in Atlanta 
from Nashville and Chattanooga at 11:36 
o’clock in the morning, and local freight 
train No. 18, due to leave Atlanta at 6:06 
in the morning, met in a ‘bad head-end 
collision yesterday morning shortly be- 
fore 11 o’clock at Bartow, 42 miles from 
this city. This is the second accident oc- 
curring on the road within three days, 
the first being the rear-end collision of 
Saturday night, in which three men were 
killed. 

As a result of yesterday's collision four 
men were injured, but none of the inju- 
ries, it is stated, are of a very serious 
nature. Those injured were the engineers 
and firemen of the two engines, and the 
injuries were received by the men jump- 
ing from their engines when they real- 
ized that the crash was inevitable. Joe 
F.. Renard, engineer of the passenger en- 
gine, sustained a broken leg; HBngineer 
Cc. R. Nance, of the freight engine, was 
injured in the back; James Linsey, fire- 
man of the passenger engine, was slight- 
ly injured, and Claude Stover, fireman of 
the freight engine, had his left leg in- 
jured. 

None of the passengers were hurt, with 
the exception of a general shaking up. 
Both engines were badly demolished 
and two flat cars, of the freight were 
damaged so badly that they were burned 
by the wrecking crew. one of the pas- 
senger coaches were injured, as just be- 
fore the engines collided, the shock of the 
sudden applying of the air brakes caused 
them to break loose from the engine. 
This also accounts for the escape of the 
passengers. 

Bartow, the scene of the accident, is 
simply a siding between Acworth and 
Emerson, and the two trains were sup- 
posed to pass at that point yesterday. 
The passenger was fifty minutes late, 
and at Cartersville received orders to 
meet train No. 18, engine No. 17, at Bar- 
tow. The freight was just pulling in at 
the siding when the passenger came 
speeding down the _ track. Engineer 
Nance realized that he could not clear 
the mainline before the passenger would 
strike his train and he immediately re- 
versed his engine and began to back out 
of the way of the passenger. 

Engineer Renard also realized the dan- 
ger, and he at once applied the air 
brakes, but the apparatus failed to bring 
about the desired result, and, with ter- 
rific force, the passenger engine imbedded 
itself in the freight engine. The space 
of only a few seconds elapsed until the 
passenger coaches, having become dis- 
connected from the engine by the sudden 
shock of the air brakes, ran into the 
engines. Just before the first crash the 
engineers and firemen had leaped from 
their engines. Firemen James A. Parks 
and Nichols, who were injured in Sat- 
urday night’s: accident, were in the bag- 
gage car, being brought to Atlanta, but 
it is stated that they were not further 
injured. 

The officials of the road in Atlanta were 
notified of the collision, and a wrecking 
car and crew were immediately dispatch- 
ed to the scene. The work of clearing 
away the wreck was completed about 
4 o'clock, and during this time the pas- 
sengers remained in the cars or stood 


‘about watching the progress of the work. 


During the day they were fed at the 
scene of the wreck. 

At 4:10 in the afternoon the passenger 
train left Bartow, pulled by another en- 
gine sent to the scene, and arrived in 
Atlanta at 5:45. Engineer Renard was re- 
moved to his home, 51 East Georgia av- 
enue; Fireman Parks was carried to his 
home, 13 Plum street, and Fireman Nich- 
ols was sent to the Grady Hospital. He 
is very badly injured, one of his thighs 
being broken’ in two places, one leg 
broken, one arm broken and his face and 
head bruised and injured. 

Dick Hargis was conductor of the pas- 
senger, and H. E. Butler was in charge 
of the freight. When nearing the siding 
Mr. Hargis states that he noticed the 
trdin was running too fast, and when he 
looked out of the window and failed to 
gee the freigh* on the siding, he says 
he pulled the bell cord for a sudden stop. 
It is thought that the engineer of the 
passenger overlooked his orders or mis- 
construed them. 

Mr. Renard is: one of the oldest and 
most trusted engineers on the Western 
and Atlantic road. He is a veteran rail- 
road man, having been connected with 
the road for forty-eight or fifty years.

‘the habitat of the moonshiner,” said .a 


revenue official yesterday. *‘In fact, to 
read the n2wspapers, one would conclude 
that illicit whisky is made in no section 
of the United States save the south. The 
public is not to blame for so thinking. 
for every story relating to moonshiners 
has its scere laid in the mountains of 
Dixie. In literature, the mocnshiner is 
distinctly a son of the southland. 

“As a matter of fact, however, there is 
more moonshine whisky made in New 
York city and in she suburbs of the great 
metropolis than in the entire south. The 
assertion may seem surprising, but it is 
a fact nevertheless. The east side of New 
York is a hot bed of moonshiners. There 
are hundreds of men in that section of 
the great city who make large sums of 
money by manufacturing whisky illicitly. 

“There New York moonshiners have 
nothing ir. common with the mountain 
dew makers of the south save the desire 
to evade the revenue laws of the govern- 
ment. The moonshiner of the south is a 
citizen of the mountains, and, iike all 
éwellers in elevated regions, is character- 
ized by certain manly traits which com- 
pel admiration. The New York moon- 
shiner is a denizen cf the tenements, and 
there is jittle that is manly tn his make- 
up. Hi is nearly always a foreigner and 
his appearance suggests the dynamite 
tombs of the anarchist rather than the 
traditional rifle of the southern moon- 
shiner. 

“The making of illicit whisky in New 
York is of commpratively new origin. Of 
course the stuff nas been made there for 
a long time, but it is only in the last 
fifteen years that it has been made in 
such quant'ties. 

“As I have said, the foreigners—Russian 
Jews generaily—make the greater part of 
New York's illicit whisky. In the sweat 
shops these men would make probably $6 
or $ a week, but some of them make as 
much as $50°a week out of illicit whisky. 
It requires little money te engage in the 
business, and the profits are so large that 
the temptation is irresistible. 

“It is hot stuff—this New York moon- 
Shine whisky. ‘The mocnshine made 
the mountains of Georgia is as the nectar 
of the gods compared to this concaction 
brewed in the New 
trict. Our moonshiners make whisky out 
of corn, and, when properly made, it is 
the best whisky on earth. The New York 
moonshiners make their whisky out of 
any old thing, and the result is the vilest 
dravght that ever went down a hunian 
threat. It is liquid fire—no less. Some 
sugar or molasses, plenty of water and a 
lew pounds of veast are all that the New 
York moonshiner requires to turn out a 
whisky which not only makes ua man 
speedily drunk, put se>*rfs to kindle every 
vile instinct of his nature to white heat. 

“The New York movashinér operates in 
a cellar, in a Pom, anywhere, ‘n fact, 
where one would not expect to find an 
illicit still. He is usually assisted by his 
wife or daughter, and has. been Known 
to carry on the wtvsiress for years with- 
out detection. His women folks generally 
peddle the stuff from tenement to tene- 
ment, selling by the drink or in whatever 
quantities the buyer may desire. I have 
a friend in the revenue service in New 
York who writes me that the wife of one 
mocnshiner carr:ed the stuff—more than 
a gallon of it—in a rubber belt about her 
waist. 

“It is much more difficult to detect these 
New York moonshirers than their south- 
ern brethren. The latter do their work 
in their homes and are bothered by no 
waste. In the soutt a man familiar with 
the odor can smell a st'll for miics. Put 
in New York there are so many scents 
more powerful that tne pceuliar odour of 
the still has little charce of being de- 
tected. The government keeps a _ larg 
number of revenue officiale at work in 
New York, and many arrests are made 
yearty, but still the production of liquid 
hell goes steadily on. Half the . brutal 
crimes of the east side may be traced to 
the consumption cf the product brewed by 
the tenement moonshiners. The man who 
gets outside of that stuff !s capable of 
committing any crime in the caiendur.”’ 


“IT am glad that Queen Victoria has 
been buried,’’ said a gentleman at the 
Kimball house yesterday. ‘I am a great 
newspaper reader, but I confess that the 
rapers have bored me immensely for the 
last two weeks. I couldn't find anything 
in them save a lot about the queen and 
cheap cuts of the English roval family. 
It made me very tired, I can tell you, 
and if the funeral had been delayed a 
few days longer I would have quit read- 
ing the papers altogether. 

‘Another thing that has made me tired 
is the adulatory way in which Ameficans 
have written about the queen, They have 
almost made a goddess out of her when 
she was only an ordinary woman whom 
fortune placed upon the throne of Great 
Britain. American editors and American 
ministers and American orators have 
written and spoke of. her as if in her 
the Ultima Thule of womanhood had been 
reached. Well, that is all stuff. Queen 
Victoria was a woman like other wo- 


York tenement dis-- 
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men. She had her folbles like all the 
daughters of Eve. 

“This talk about her goodness makes 
me tired. I suppose she was a good wo- 
man. But why shouldn’t she have been 
gcod? There was nothing to make-her 
otherwise. She had the British taxpay- 
ers between her and trouble of every 
kind. If any woman in this world was 
ever so situated as to be good it was 
the late Queen Victoria. 

“When it comes to good women I know 
plenty of them right here in Atlanta 
who deserve far more credit for being 
good than the queen. These women that 
I have in mind have a great many things 
to contend with. Some of them have 
experienced loss of fortune and some of 
them have drunken husbands, But they 
have borne their lot uncomplainingly and 
have exhibited true womanliness under 
adverse circumstances. Whep I think of 
the good women all about us and of the 
burdens they have had to bear I confess 
all this adulation of Queen Victoria makes 
me very tired. She wasn’t a bit better 
than hundreds of women who are knit- 
ting socks for their husbands and chil- 
dren in the farmhouses of Georgia to- 
day. 

“I wonder how much of this adulation 
is due to the fact that she wore a crown? 
I needn't wonder, though, for I know 
that the crown is responsible for this 
flood of eulogy. We call ourselves demo- 
crats, but at bottom we are rather fond 
of aristocrats. Some one has said that 
an Englishman ‘dearly loves a lord.” We 
Americans may not love him ‘dearly,’ 
but we like him pretty well. Some of us 
like him so well that we spend a lot 
of time trying to trace our lineage back 


,to some of thg noble families of England. 


Of course it is rather disgusting, but it 
is human nature all the same.”’ 


“Jim Griggs,”’ said a south Georgia 
man at the Aragon yesterday, “has had 
what I call a remarkable career. I doubt 
if there is a member of the Georgia dele- 
gation in congress who has overcome 80 
many obstacles as Griggs. To begin with, 
Griggs started out as poor as the pro- 
verbial church mouse. Not only did he 
have nothing, but he had no influential 
friends. 

“Things looked dark for Griggs as a 
boy. but he never lost heart, He early 
realized the value of an education and 
he resolved to have one. He worked and 
studied and studied and worked until 
finally he secured a scholarship in the 
Peabody Normal school at Nashville, 
Tenn. I think that was the first good 
luck Jim Griggs had and he made the 
most of it. The Peabody coyrse was two 
years and Griggs got more out of it in 
that time than some boys would have 
gotten in double the period. 

“Fairly well equipped, he went back to 
south Georgia, taught school for a time 
and then began the practice of law. 
People were beginning to realize now 
that there was something in Jim Griggs 
and he soon had many clients. From 
that time the rest was easy. People had 
learned that they could trust Griggs and 
they gave him what he wanted. Griggs 
knows that he has won because the peo- 
ple of his district believe in him and he 
has aMvays been watchful of their in- 
terests. Other congressmen may make a 
greater show on the floor of the house, 
but none of them gets more for his dis- 
trict than Jim Griggs. Faithful to his 
friends and fair to his foes, Jim Griggs 
has won syccess because he deserved It.’ 


A North Carolinian to whom the late 
Senator ““Zeb’’ Vance was a political idol, 
as he was to all Tar Heels of the demo- 
cratic persuasion, told a characteristic 
story of that statesman’s early career 
yesterday to some Atlanta friends. 

When the senator first.entered politics 
he traveled extensivtly over the western 
part of the state on an easy, going pacer, 
making hot stump speeches and keeping 
in warm touch with his constituents. His 
kinsman, General Robert B. Vance, who 
also served long in the state legislature 
and congress, followed a similar course, 
but made a specialty of playing the 
camp meeting crowds and church folk.

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WHEAT CROP IS PROMISING 
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Climate and Weather Bulletin for 
January Out. 
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THE (RAINFALL WAS SHORT 


The Grain Crops of the South Have 
So Far Escaped, Where Other 
States Have Suffered. 


Tne climate and crop bulletin for the 
month of January, 1901, is an unusually 
interesting one, as it shows for this sec- 
tion ef the country a rainfall consider- 
ably below the ayerag®. Conditions have 
beer such as to make the wheat and 
grain crops throughout the south gener- 
ally promising. 

The bulletin for January is as follows: 

With the exception of small areas along 
the immediate north Pacific coast and in 
north central California and portions of 
the Cardlinas end eastern Florida, the 
temperature during January, 11, Was 
above the normal, the average daily ex- 
cess ranging ‘rom 3 to 10 degrees from 
the Mississipni valley westward, be:rg 
greatest in the upper Missouri valley, 
where the temperature excess —— 
from 8 to 13 degrees per day. Elsewher 
outside of a limited portion of the sake 
region, the average temperature was but 
little above the normal fot the month. No 
unusually high temperatures for the sea- 
son wer reported, ard while the svuth- 
ern limit of freezing temperature reached 
the gulf coast, !n western Florida, the 
minimum temperatures for the month 
were not below the average. 

Over much the greatcr portion of the 
country the »recipitation during January 
was below the averaze, although the cen- 
tral Pacific slope and iimited areas in 
New Mexico, Missouri, the northern pen- 
insula of Michigan, New York, Mainc,.and 
the central and east gulf etates received 
more than the usual amount. With the 
exception of the sections above specified, 
the month was :narked by exceptionally 
light precipitation. Excessive rains, how- 
ever, were reported from San Luis Obispo, 
Cal.; Jupiter, Fla., and limited sections of 
Alabama, Loutsiana and Mississippi, 
ranging from 6 to nearlv 12 inches. At 
‘the clcese of the month the ground was 


covered by sow to depths ranging from 
1 to & inches over the greater portion of 
the winter wheat belt. 

The weather conditions during January 
were generally favorable for winter 
wheat, although adverse reports were re- 
ceived from Kansas, Missouri and Texas 
of lack of moisture, and from Kentucky, 
West Virginia, Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land of injury by alternate freezing and 
thawing and lack of snow protection. At 
the close of the month the condition of 
wheat was about the average in most 
secticns, excepting» Michigan, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, notwithstanding continued 
reports of damage to the early sown by 
hessian fly in some portions of Kansas, 
Missouri,. Arkansas, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Virgiria. 
from drought in Texas and western Kan- 
sas and needs rain in some districts of 
Missouri. On the Pacific coast very fav- 
orable weather for this cereal prevailed 
and the condition of the crop continues 
excellent, the grain having germinated 
nicely, being well rcoted and making 
heaithy growth. 

Section Summaries. 

The following statements,  rclating 
mainly to winters wheat, have been for- 
warded by state section directors of the 
climate and crop egervice of the weather 
bureau, and are based upon a large num- 
ber of ‘special reports cvwllected neur the 
close of the month in the principal winter 
wheat states: 

Virginia—Richmond, 3ist: Winter wheat 
continues promising; season thus far quite fa- 
vorable; the crov is vigorous and well-rooted, 
and though moderate freezes without snow pro- 
tection. have occurred, no winter killing is re- 
ported; hessian fly is reported locally in the 
valley section, and late sown crop is back- 
ward in portions of middle section. 

North Carolina—Raleigh, 3ist: Weather fa- 
vorable for wheat, with generally mild tem- 
peratures and frequent light rains; some re- 
ports of damage by freezing and high winds, 
but plants too well rooted to suffer much; pros- 
pects for wheat still bright; plants spreading 
nicely and looking vigorous. 

Texas—Galveston, 3ist: Moderate tempera- 
ture favorable, but rainfall insufficient 
throughout wh@at. belt; early sown wheat looks 
well, but needs rain; late sown poor stand, 
suffering seriously from drought; soll too dry in 
many localities of central and northern: por- 
tions for cultivation, and pr rations for oats 
and other spring crops retarded. 

Arkansas—Little. Rock, 3ist: Mild, open 
winter, favorable for wheat, which has made 
good progress and generally, looks well; late 
gown dbing nicely and appears as good as early 
sown; some little damage being done by hes- 
sion fly in localities.

QUERY--HAS JAMES HENRY 
BAILEY BEEN LYNCHED? 


Has one James Henry Bajley been 
lynched? That is the pertinent query 
fired at Secretary of State Phil Cook by 
a New York correspondent. 

It appears there are some people in 
some parts of the north who are prot 
aware that an ordinary every-day negro 
can get lost in the crowd, so to spun 
When, therefore, one of them whom they 
may have known or seen, happens to 
disappear from view, temporarily or other- 
wise, they come to the conclusion that he 
has been lynched or in some other man- 
ner foully dealt with. 

The writer of the following letter, wh'‘ch 
was addressed to Secretary of State Cook, 
seems to take it for granted that ivnch- 
ing is an every-day method of loing 
away with negroes in this part of the 
country. The writer appears to be con- 
ducting an earnest search for one James 
Henry Bailey has done something that 
would lead to the inscribing of his/name 
upon one of the state’s record books. The 
letter which is from New York city is as 
follows: 

“Secretary of State, Georgia. Dear Sir: 
If possible, we would appreciate it very 
much if you could give us any informa- 
tion regarding one James Henry Bailey, 
colored. We would suggest, it may be 
that he has committed a crime, of which 
you will no doubt have record, and per- 
haps he has been lynched. 

“James Henry. Bailey’s father is one of 
our most trustworthy employees, and as 
he has not heard from his son for the 
past year, believes him to be dead or to 
have gotten into some trouble, and would 
therefore be very thankful if you cculd 


es 


look up the matter and give us some infor- 
mation. 

“We have made many inquirtes of the 
pestc ffices and chiefs of police at several 
of the sovthern cities and towns. at which 
James Henry Bailey has lived. but do 
not seem to have any record of him. 

“By way of description: James Henry 
Bailey, colored; nieteen years old on Oc- 
tober 24th last: is five feet: weighs 135 
pounds, (when last seen); heavy eyebrows: 
dark jinger cake color; very large white 
teeth; of neat build; had a birth mark in 
the shape of a pimple on the lid of his 
right eye; clean shaven and wearing his 
hair closely cut. 

“‘Thanking you in advance for your trou- 
ble, we remain, yours very truly, 

“DRY AIR REFRIGERATOR Co.” 

The proposition struck Secretary Cook 
as an absurd one. So far the legislature 
has not called upon him to keep any rec- 
ord of the lynchings in the state nor of 
the criminals, though there “ts no predict- 
ing what it may do. 

The secretary replied yesterday that he 
had no record of James Henry Bailey as 
a criminal in this state, as there has been 
no proclamation of reward for his ap- 
prehension. If he has been lynched it was 
probably as an alias or an “unknown.”’ 
Secretary Cook said the duties of his of- 
fice, as a rule, prevent his attending 
lynching bees, so he could not identify 
James Henry Bailey from the descrip- 
tion given if he should happen to have 
been lynched during his busy season. 

Being a New York negro come south, 
there is no telling what may have hap- 
pened to James Henry Bailey. But. the 
indications so" far are against his having 
been lynched, at least in Georgia. Still, 
whether James. Henry Bailey was. lynch- 
ed or not, remains an oper question. 
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rally favorable for wheat, but growth has 
been slow, the absence of snow and the alter- 
nate freezing and thawing keeping it back- 
ward; in the eastern and western divisions re- 
ports of the crop are more favorable than in 
the middle division, where the condition of 
the crop is rather favorable, showing but lit- 
tle if any improvement. 

Kentucky—Louisville, 3Ist: Reports on 
wheat very conflicting; winter has been, mild 
so far, but with no snow protectiqn avheat 
appears to have suffered in some sections con- 
siderably by freezing; the attacks of hessian 
fly have left it in bad shape in localities; the 
crop for the state is only in fair condition at 
close of January; fruit appears to be unin- 
jured. 

Missouri—Columbia, 3ist: A remarkably 
mild,. pleasant month; no snow to protect 
whéat, but ground comparatively dry and crop 
uninjured by freezing and thawing; early sown 
considerably damaged by fly in eastern and 
southern counties, otherwise crop continues in 
excellent condition, though needing rain in 
some districts.
